J^EANWHILE, dlfappointment and dlf. 
trefs met Charles at Vienna, The at-

He flood for feveral minutes deprived of

of her wretched lover : and had Demetriqs 
bees lefi fufbepitible of honouiiable ihame ; 
^ — had' hp vaflilf bratied that refehtmiem 
whidijh^ vsas cobfcious of ^eierving-;-^ 
had he m fhort, inftead of 'barilig^ his d«. 
fetacelefs hreaft to the fwoM of his enemy, 
rftifed an arm sgainft him, be would inoft 
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probably have ended every error with hm 
life. 

The Marquis^ de Uancour, meeting re- 
fpe& and contrition, where he ezpeded' 
only to find (hamelels defiance ; receiving 
ingenuous confeffions, inftead of mean 
palliation : was foon made fenfible of 
his impetuofity: he difcovered that De- 
metrius was not a- feducer } that his daugh- 
ter, .though faulty, was not abandoned i 
and that he might yet ptefenre her to ^lis 
deefining years in peace and honour.— 
They parted friends: The Marquis pro* 
mifing to treat his unhappy child with 
k&ky ; and Demetrius confenting (though' 
al the expence of ail his future Ih^s), 
never to fee Zwe again, without his 
pcstniffion*. 

When Demetrius condiided the whole 
#f ihiA detail^ his brother wrung his hands 
without fpeaking, and then paced the 
apartment in great emotion. 

His troubled countenance expreffed a 
nund abforbed in revolving fame paiiifiil 
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duty which it fhrunk from performing. 
Several times he ftopped ; and ' repeated 
fighs, from the ver)^ depths of his heart, 
fuppHed the place of words. At length he 
approached Demetrius, who was refting his 
burnmg temples againft the fide of the 
room. " Demetrius i my dear DeineiriiiSs !*' 
he faid, gently.

*' My c6nduft has always led you to 
fuppofe your annual allowance was the 
wreck of a younger fon's inheritance ; and 
that mine confequently was ^ much larger j 
that the pay of my commiffion^ and the 
peniion attached to my order^ were but mU 
nor parts of my income. You had a right, 
therefore, to calculate on my power and 
will to aflift you in any pecuniary emer* 
gency \ feeing how prudently I regulated 
my own expences. But I niuft now uni* 
deceive you, Demetrius^ and coiifefs, that 
^9hztjou epjoy is all my fether left be* 
tween us/' , 

*' All — gracious God 1 -*• and have you 
refigned wretch that I am !'^ 

Demetrius uttered thefe broken fen* 
tences, with the mod frightful wildnefs. 
Charles befought him to he calm. — ^^ Hear 
me, my dear brother,*' he cried, " it is I 
Uiat have now to forrow for the effeds of 
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mlflaken affedion ; — it is I, that ought 
to intreat pardon and deprecate re* 
proach." 

Demetrius fixed his eyes upon him for 
a moment with a wild fmile, then turned 
them fuddenly away^ and fighed pro- 
foundly. — Charles refumed : — 

^^ It was a ferious fault on my part to 
let you enter life under fuch an error. — 
I had forgotten how often I owed my 
own indifference to dangerous pleafures^ 
my own power of refilling foft tempta* 
tions to the occupation of a careful heart } 
to thoughts chaflifed by early reflexion;

Had I confented to fee yoti 
take your fli^re in that falutary fuffering^ 
'ttrhich is wifely diffufed over all creation, 
your charafter would have been ftrength- 
ened and one fevere trial could not thus 
have overfet you. 

" My unvarying fyfteni (a felfifh one, 
certainly^ ' becaufe I could not bear to lofe 
the delight of feeing you cheerfjul), has 
always been to keep from your knowledge 
whatever was painful. It is I that have 
made you a hot-houfe plant, my Deme- 
trius, and I muft not cenfure you, for 
being unable to, ftand the fierce funihihe 
and the blighting ftorm." 

Here, he .paufed : but Demetrius fpoke 
not ; he groaned and fmote his bread. 

** O Charles!" he exclaimed, after a 
long paufej— •• O too generous brother! — 
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liow is it Aat I live and know myfelf the . 
caufe of fach affliftion to you ? — to you* 
that have given me every thii^g^ made me 
every things endured all things for my 
fiike!

I hSve been thoughilefs indeed!-— O 
Charies, Charles* what di%race flbaU I not 
bmg iipon your unblemiflied mme by my 
rami 

<< Difmtfs that .fear^'' returned ^hi^ bro- 
ther. ^ Your honour iiall not fuffer with 
. Colonel .Wurt2burg« Th^ok heaven! we 
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ftill have the means oF faittiftsBy repaying 
him. We muft mortgage our little eflate 
for the precife ftim ; and, tiU tKe mortgage 
be canceHed, mud (hare the fame fortune. 
Come, toYne, banifli this excefs of fenfi-*' 
bility, ray dearefl: Demetrius ; what melrit 
is there in two brothers loving each 
other, an4 confenting to have but one 
purfe a^ul oner foul? Cottld I fee' you 
reftdned to peace of .mind ; could I hope 
to find you determins upon the only 
meafure likely to reconcile ybu io your*. 
Mf ; i ih^ul^ look back without grief, and 
forward wkh the fweeteft fecurity." 

Demdtritts. ibook in every liuib ^ h^ 
heard thefe words-; a deadly paleneis fuc- 
needed the glow of enthiifiaftic gratitude : 
Zaire, thcifiohd, beloved Zaire^ k'oie.^ hi^ 
fhoug>ht&, and palfted the refolutioiis .hd 
was juft going to fQrm«-i— Ue nowprcfSed 
his hand on his forehead in a tumult !of 
contendiifg feeling^.; tore open his tmi- 
form, and fnatchibg the pi^ur^ erf Zairis 
from faisbofom^ gft^ed at it wiMJy } kifTed it 
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agam and again ; held it to his heart, his 
lijpSy his eyes ; mingled tears and fobs wid) 
thefe fad carefTes; then hailily paCbing tc 
into his brother's hand, exclaimed, — ** I 
wH never fee her more." He hurried im- 
mediately after this into his own raom ; 
where he fpent the night in confli^G which 
Charles refpefted too much, to invade. • 

When a man refolves not to be influ^ 
enced in his decifions by his -witi^s, ha 
is certain of deciding right. "Charles 
fteidily confidered the late behaviour of 
Demetrius with this refolution ; and be- 
came convinced, that he might rely upon 
his ftability. TjII this evening Demetriud 
ieemed infetifible to the criminality of %

{wered in the affirmative, Demetrius left 
to bis own exertions would be roufed to 
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greater efforts by the Tery abfente of that 
foft fupporting heart, on which he was 
accuftomed to lean; he wpuid be lolt 
to the uneffaced impreQion of thttl 
affeding interview; to the remembrance 
of his unequivocal promifes; to the con- 
vidion that Charles implicitly trufted thofe 
promifes to the contemplation of all he 
owed, and' all /rem which he was ref- 
cued* — - Thefe confiderations decided Leo- 
pplftat : confcious that unlimited confidence 
is to a generous nature but a ftronger mo* 
live to deferve it. 

While his brother flq>t, (for Demetrius 
ilept; and it was the firfl: time he had 
done fo fince he quitted the Tyrol,) 
the Count was engroifed by committing 
to f>aper every argument infpired by af- 
fection and religion, which might affift in 
ciifperflng the mifls of pafSon, and confirm- 
ing virtuous refolutions. 

After recapitulating the obvious reafons 
for ftiimning fo unhallowed a connexion,

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he placed the filial obligation of Madame 
de Fontainville in a broad light; proved 
how culpably ihe muft have broken it, had 
ihe difhononred the name, and deftroyed 
the peace of her father ; delineated the 
beauty of a blamelefs . attachment, the 
purity of its defires,' the.fublime heights to* 
which it often conduded men, the ignoblei 
feelings from which it preferved them ;{ 
faithfully eftimated the mental powers off 
Demetrius} and then commented on th(» 
oblivion into which they had funk during ^ 
his devotion to a woman, whofe ill-dire£lecl 
tendemels valued nothing in her lover but 
his love ; and who, fatisfied with being al^ 
the world to hidi, was content to fee him be>* 
come nothing to all the world. 

Warm commendations, and perfeA re* 
l|ance, clofed this long letter; indeed, it 
was a tranfcript of the writer's heart, where 
pity, and admiradon had nearly lilenced 
cenfure. 

Long after day dawned he threw him- 
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felf u{>on a fofa; where bis over«taflced 
fpirit enjoyed a fliort refpite from its many 
anxieties. 

When the brothers met the next morn- 
ing, there was a fettled ferioufnefs in the 
younger's looks^ which fpoke peace to 
Charles. He had dreaded the fight of 
ever- varying anguifh in a countenance 
which nature feemed to have deftined for. 
the abode of the mod bliisful and endear- 
ing expreffions : he therefore faw with fatif-^ 
fadlion, that the eyes of Demetrius were 
ftill ^nd mournful. 

It was not from turbulent emotions^ or 
paroxyfms^qf remorfe, (the more vblent, 
perhaps from a confcioufnefs of wanting 
will, to render that remorfe repentance) 
that he could look for this renovation of 
his brother : he was to be faved only by 
an attentive furvey of his own lituatipn, 
and a rigid refolution of renouncing . its 
dangers. 'His prefent c^mpofure, though 
fad beyond defcription, was the beft.proof 
of a refolute mind.

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When Leopolftat announced the^ necef- 
fity he was under of returning immediately 
to Vienna, he gave his brother the letter of 
the preceding night; teilirg him to feek 
there for his advice upon a fubjed too pain- 
fill to dilcufs. He then entered into a 
minuter detail of his own affairs, in which 
the name of Adelaide Ingerfdorf was but 
too often mentioned. 

During the few hours they remained 
together, Charles could not entirely think 
of his brother. Frequently thought carried 
him back to Adelaide; and Demetrius, 
hearing his profound, unconfcious fighs, 
noting the change in his once complete 
figure, and obferving the fudden force with 
which be wrefted back his mind, blufiied 
at his own comparative imbecility. — If 
Charles could thus meditate the facrifice, 
and attempt the cure of a virtuous affec- 
tion, even while believing hiiofelf beloved^ 
fhould he, the vidim of a lawlefs one, 
dare to flirink from a fimilar taik?

While Charles went to vifit Colonel 
Wartzburg, Demetrius wrote a letter to 
Madame de Fontainviile ; a farewell let* 
ter ! — Let thofe who have loved as he 
had done; who have, like him, fuffered 
paffion to aflault, without overcoming, 
principle, imagine his anguifli during this 
forced conqueft of the former ! No longer 
did be write to vow eternal conftancy, 
to cheat^ himfelf and her, by fwearing to 
love on, yet never to fee her more; he 
wrote to confefs his fenfe oP their mutual 
«.k«6 , «l.fing all .ha. W paftd be- 
tween her father, his brother, and himfelf; 
exhorting her to refolve, as he did, to 
mailer the paffion which religion con- 
demned ; and folemnty afluring her 
that though ihe was ftill dearer 10 hiia 
than the vital blood which fwelled his 
heart, he ftedfaHly refolved to make this 
dreaded conqueft the bufinefis of his fiiture 
life.

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When he would have befought her 
never more to diftrad him by the flighteft 
teJilimony of an affedion, once fo fondly 
fought, fo dearly prized, his heart gave 
vay;. he threw himfelf upon the paper, 
and bbtted it with tears. Memory^ 
that curfe and bleffing of our exiftence, 
prefented him with fuch fatal charms of 
tendemefs and beauty, in the image of 
Zaire, that for a while he believed his 
paffion unconquerable : like a reprefled 
torrent it rolled back «pon his foul, 
fweeping away all power^ all will to re- 
noaacehen 

This phren^y was long, but not endlefs : 
Its tempeftuous waves gradually fubfided ; 
and again he beheld the bright fumn^ts <^ 
virtue anid of peace. • ' 

Oil the return of Charles, Demetrius 
put this letter into his hand with vifible 
ediotion. He would have told him to read 
it, had not his quivering lips denied him 
utterance. His brother eagerly ran 
through it ; and often were the tremulous 
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charaders undiftingdiliable to his floated 
eyes. 

After , completely perufing it, he 
prefled the unhappy writer's hand, faying 
foftly, — "I will give it her myfelf." 
Demetrius motioned his acquiefcence, 
fbr he could not fpeak. A long time he 
remained filent, while his pale and 
fuddenly - difturbed countenance alone 
efinced the internal conflict which again 
began to agitate him. At laft, a convul- 
five groan burft from his heart. Charles, 
who had been contemplating him with the 
moft harrowing commiferation^ ftarted from 
his feat, and throwing his arms around 
him, exclaimed, — " O my brother, have I 
exaded too much ?'* 

" Spare me awhile, Charles, fpare me I 
-^ allow me but a few moments of mife* 
rabb weaknefs !'* replied Demetrius, in a 
fufFocated voice ; *' if you could guefs how 
I love her ! — how I (hudder at the thought 
of never, never feeing her more ; of be- 
coming to her as if I Were not j of feek-

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ing to forget that love and that beauty 
which were in my eyes the fole charm of 
this world. O God ! O God ! can the fe- 
paration of foul and body be more dreadful 
than this ?** 

At the laft words his eyes rolled fo 
wildly^ that his brother began to be 
alarmed for hisi intelled:s; and fitting 
down by him^ ftrove to foothe him into 
compofure* 

The gufl; of ungovernable agony again^ 
pafled away ; and Charles was able to leave 
him at the eviration of an hour without 
apprehenfion. 
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TT will now be necelfetry to* revert ta- 
what pafled between Leopolftat and 
Colonel Wurtzburg; and in order to 
make the feparate feelings of thefe gen- 
tlemen perfedly intelligible, I mufl: ex- 
plain the , fecret motives of the Colonel's 
condu£t. it may be ren^embered, that 
during the firfl part of this officer^s mili- 
tary career^ he was conftantly out-done 
by the fuperior talents and bravery of 
Charles* Thus fuddenly eclipfed by the 
happier ftar of another; and painfully 
beholding his own deformity in the bright 
mirror of that other's excellence ; he grew 
to hate him for his virtues : he brooded 
over his meritorious adions as if they had

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been fo many perfonal injuries ; and then 
formed the refolution of devoting hi 
whole foul to the talk of embittering his 
rival's days. 

The firft of his efforts was direded to- 
wards mortifying and difgracing Charles. 
It proved abortive. To mortify was an 
zGt out of the power of his contemptuous 
infolence: and the attempt at difgracing 
invariably terminated in roufing fomc 
latent fine quality ; or in difplaying^ under 
a more decided light, fome brilliant fer- 
vice of his rival's which had lain hitherto 
unobferved. 

After parting at Mantau, Wurtzburg 
did not lofe fight of his objeft. Every 
body fpoke of the gallant Count Leopol- 
flat ; and by fo doing contributed to- feed 
the fire which fmouldered unfufpedted in 
the bofom of the other. At length, 
Wurtzburg became mafter of a fplendid 
fortune ; he obtained the command of a 
regiment; Was furrounded with flatterers 
and dependents ; and yet with power and

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wealth, he ftili continued to deteft the 
man who could no longer obftrufl his ad«^ 
vancement. 

This hatred, monftrous, powerful, and' 
unconquerable, was now the very twin of 
his fouL He fuiFercd it to rule and impe| 
all his a£tions fo long, that he was become 
its flave. To fatiate its inordinate appetite, 
be meditated the temporary facrifice of all 
his deareft gratifications ; he refolved to 
cad oiF old habits, drefs his manners in 
the garbrmoft likely to impofe on Charles ;« 
and by infinuating himfelf into his confi- 
dence, learn where to ftrike the unfailing 
deatb*blow of his peace. 

For this purpof^ he vifited Leopolftat in: 
Vienna ; and by a bold confeffion of his 
former morofene^, linked to an appear- 
ance , of generousf reliance, paved the way 
to intimacy. 

A few int^r^ews were fufficient for 
fettling the plan of this perfidious wretch* 
Eafily did he perceive that Charles was 
to be pierced only through the heart of- his 
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brother; and that conCequently whenever 
he could plunge him into guilt or mifery, his 
views would be accomplifhed. ^ 

The inconfiderate vivacity and glowing 
temperament of Demetrius ; his romantic 
credulity and rafii fincerlty; the tenacity 
of his affeftions ; the quicknefs with which 
they were conceived, and the pain with 
which they were abandoned ; his fenfibility 
to beauty; his dread of ridicule; and, 
above all, a flight tindure of vanity ; en« 
couraged Wurtzburg's moft fanguine 
hopes. ' Nature feemed to have created 
the poor youth with all thefe properties, 
(and with a face and figure which were 
deftined to coft him many trials,) as if 
merely to be the inftrument of this man^s 
vengeance. 

Fixing his whole aim upon him, there- 
fore, he became reconciled to th< guarded 
reierve with which Charles inftindively 
r^elled his advances towards confidence. 
It , was now enough for his fcheme if he 
could but retam a good name, and be 
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permkted to enter with apparent zeal into 
the ipterefts of Demetrius. 

Charles never dreamed of oppofing a 
seal fo conducive to his brother's advance- 
ment. He faw nothing reprehenfible in 
the condu£): of Wurtzburg, though he 
met with little in it which conciliated af- 
fedion. The Colonel was no gamefter^ 
no drunkard i he aflbciated with refpe& 
able men; and, except in the fingle in- 
itance of keeping a miftrefs, appeared 
perfedly corred ; even this, might have 
been but a temporary deviation from better 
principles. 

Contenting himfelf with advifing De- 
metrius not to accept too much kind- 
nefs; nor to let mere habitual intercourfe 
.produce that intimate confidence y^^<^''^ 
ought to fpring only from an accordance 
of tafte, principles, and feelings, Charles 
continued to receive and to vifit Wurtz- 
burg without fufpicion. Meanwhile, the 
growing paflion of Demetrius for Ma-* 
dame de Fontainvitle had been attentively 
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watched by ihis pretended friend » Ap- 
pearing completely ignorant of it, he was 
enabled to inereafe it in a thoufand ways. 
Sometimes he difcufled the perils and for- 
rows of her defolate lot ; fometimes be re- 
Itted encomiums which he 'had heard her 
pafs upon Demetrius ; then he counted the 
number of her admirers, jefted about the 
eclat of exiling them all ; or perhaps faid 
more ferloufly, that the preference of fuch 
an idolized woman was a million of times 
fuperior in value to that of one lefs ad- 
mired. 

No fooner was Demetrius fixed in the 
Tyrol, and Madame de Fontainville able 
to receive vifitors, than Wurtzburg haf- 
tened to fend up his name, and inquire if 
flie had any commands for him to obey in 
Bolzano. At that magic name, he was 
fure her doors would open: they did fo. 
He found her ill and irrefolute; medi- 
tating a journey to Bolzano, which he 
(feeming unfufpicious of its objed) ve- 
hemently feconded. His fatal reprefeota- 
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tionsy and perpetual allufions to their 
young friend, fixed her before wandering 
purpofes. She repaired to the Tyrol. 
There it is needlcfs to fay how ardently 
th^ Colonel devoted htmfelf to the taik of 
mining two artlefs people, by indulging 
their cenfurable attachment ; by diffipating 
their f6ber thoughts in worthlefs amufe- 
ments; and by driving to make Deme- 
trius yield himfelf up in defpair to com- 
plete depravity. 

The abrupt departure of this deceived 
young man, together with his incoherent 
note, fatisfied Wurt:d)urg that one part 
of his fcheme had taken effi^ : the other 
he immediately put into a train of fuc- 
cefs. In an elaborate letter {as if writ-* 
ten by an inhabitant o( Bolzano, jealous 
df a pi^rent's honour), he gave the Mar- 
quis de Liancour the moll pofitive afliir- 
ance of his daughter's fedudion; and 
then ftimulated him to revenge it. De 
Liancour was a man of quick paflions# 
No fooner did he receive this vile forgery 
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than he haftened to Bolzano; where,* 
finding Zaire, (whom he had hitherto be«^ 
lieved in Vienna) terrifying her into wild 
expreflions which his prejudice took for 
confeffions of guilt, he proceeded in fearcb 
of Demep-ius* He then learned to repent 
his credulity. 

No fuff»cion could light upon Colonel 
Wurtzburg during all this tranfadion. 
Charles^ when he vifited him, was inca^^ 
pabie of harbouring an idea that he had 
wilfully accelerated the wretchednefs of 
his brother; but he fpoke of his indiCf 
(creet indulgence with Terious difpleafure. 
It was in vain that the artful Colonel de- 
precated refentment by bewailing the ro* 
siantic friendfhip which had prompted him^ 
to rely upon his farourite^s virtue, and to 
grant him tome latitude : he protefled,. 
that he had imagmed the paffion of bdtb 
to be of too pure a caft to warrant a 
fingle doubt of its ultimate innocence; 
and then appealed to Demetrius himfelf 
for a corroboration of the repeated ex* 
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hortations he had given him on that fub* 
jea. 

For the lofles at hazard the Colonel , 
urgedy that he was no further culpable 
than in not being able to endure the fight 
of a friend's pecuniary diftrefs : nay, he 
was a profefled detefter of fuch games-; 
was himfelf a fufferer by Madame de 
Marienthal's fkill ; and never had played 
but from a miftaken wifh of engaging the 
lovers in fomething capable of drawing 
away their thoughts from each other. 
He further added, that had he not been 
profoundly ignorant of the young Count's 
finances, (the limits of which he now heard 
for the firft time) he would not, even though 
thus urged, have countenanced tjie youth in 
rifking what appeared to him then an incon- 
fiderable fum. 

Charles admitted the force of thefe 
palliations : but he reminded W^mfi^Hirg, 
that he was of an age when friendfhip 
fiiows itfelf in fleady zSts of kindnefs^ 
authorized by reafon and reditude; in 
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tender reftraint and wholefome cenfure ^ 
not in boyith indulgence of pernicious in- 
tonations. He then admoni(hed bim to 
confult in future the honour of a friend, 
rather than his gratification. Wurtzbnrg 
affumed an air of contrition, profefled to ber 
firuck with a fenfe of his error, to fee the 
whole affair under a new light ; in fhort, to 
be fo penetrated with the convidion of his 
own faultinefs as to find no other way of 
filencing his confcience than by cancelling 
the pecuniary obligations between him and 
Demetrius. 

This propofal was crufhed by the fpirited 
Charles. His foul abhorred the very thoaght 
of accepting favours frcmi any perfons but 
fuch as h^ loved ; from them obligation 
was delight i for he never yet could deter- 
mine which was the fweeteft pleafure, to give 
or to receive^ 

, Firmly, yet courteoully, did. he rejeO: 
all the Coloner^ importunities ; leaving him 
rebuked into a rancour fo poifonous as to be 
with difficulty concealed^ 
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As Charles purfaed his folitary journey 
towards Auflria, the clangor of martial 
mufic^ fwelling louder at every ftraih) warned 
him of the approach of troops. He drew 
up h\B hotkj (for he was in a narrow defile 
among the mountains^) and fufiTered the 
regiment to pafs. 

The meridian fun glittering to excefs 
upon their arms, prevented him from dif** 
tinguifliing the face of a . groupe of ofS* 
cers who were riding in the rear; but 
through the confufion of the clamour 
he thought he recognized the vpice of 
Count Forlhiem ; at the fame moment 
Forfhiem rode out of the ranks, and faluted 
him* 

There was fuch a genuine glow of 
pleafure in the manner of this young 
xnan^ that Charles ftretched out his hand 
to him^ and while they with difficulty 
reined-in their ' proudly-prancing chargers, 
exchanged hearty aflurances of continued 
efteem. 

Suddenly an idea ftruck Leopolftar^ 
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upon which he mnfed for a few moments ; 
then telling the Count he would turn 
back with him awhile, walked his horfe 
befide him. 

The other officers bowed, and galloped 
forwards. Forfhiem had faid he wa$ go- 
ing into quarters near Agoro ; and Cha^le^ 
knew that in Forfhiem Demetrius would 
find a companion better fuited to the pre* 
fent ftate of his mind than any one of 
the men compofing Colonel Wurtzburg's 
corps* Afluredly it was a galling thing 
'thus to bind himfelf by obligation to the 
happy lover of Adelaide; but ought fo 
felfifli a confideration to deter him from 
adopting a mode of comforting his bro- 
ther ? — fuch weaknefs was impoifible with 
Charles. 

Briefly apologizing, therefore, for the 
liberty he was about to take, he Iketch'ed 
the fituation of Demetrius ; merely dif- 
clofing as much as was neceifary to inform 
his auditor, 'that Demetrius was unhappy* 
Forfhiem entered zealoufly into his con- 
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cem ; promifed to feek and cultivate the 
friendfliip of a young man whofe exceU 
lent charader came doubly recommended 
from the afie&ion borne him by fuch a 
brother; and finally engaged to fend 
faithful accounts of his fpirits, health, and 
X)ccupatiolis. 

After this they parted : Forfhiem charged 
with communicating Charles's refpeds to 
Marihallngerfdorf^who was then at Munich; 
and Charles with a heart which, in fpite 
of hiixifelf, was the heavier for having met 
the Count. 

He was now commencing a correfpond'^ 
ence with the only amiable man in cre- 
ation, with whom fuch intimacy would be 
painful: fliould it lead to unlimited con^^ 
fidence, ihould he become the depofitory 
of Forlhien)'s tendered fecret, fliould he 
write to him of Adelaide, (and when were 
happy lovers referred) — how was it to be 
borne ? 

** It muft be borne, however/* was the 
anfwer which burft with a figh from his 
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aching heart, as he unconfcioufly fpurred 
his.horfe forward. 

On reaching Vienna he haftened to Baron 
Jngerfdorf, for he was anxious to tell him 
how well his brother had aded to palliate 
his paft errors, and to confult with him . 
on the bed means of railing the money re- 
quifite to pay Wurtzburg. 

The Baron heard him with undifguifed 
pleafure; nay, he caught part of his en- 
thufiafm, and protefted lie longed to em- ' 
brace and applaud the young Demetrius. 
Ingerldorf was not one of thofe friends 
who freeze the Odours of rejoicing affec- 
tion ; he had no coM doubts to urge, no 
fear-awakening querie:^ ta put, no hope-nip- 
ping caudons with which to deaden honeft 
reliance.

And fo, Adelaide is ignorant 
of this attachtnent ?" 

Some confufion appeared in the eyes 
&S Charles, while he ftammered out — " I 
would wifh her to be fb : and I have never 
wilfully tried to make her ctherwife; but 
mine is a tell-tale face I fear at all times ; 
and when the heart is hurried out of itfeir 
with admiration and unexpefted hope,

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lip and agitated voice. He waited not for 
reply, but abruptly left the place. 

The Baron reniained loft in ^thought. 

The refult of this thought was a letter, 
to his brother ; 'in which he roundly repro- 
bated him for reftraining the freedom of a 
daughter's choice; trufted him with the 
converfation which had juft pafled be-

and flourifli as . long as his . excellence 
ibould endure! 
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Hard is the taik when we enjoin reafon 
to deftroy what reafon herfelf has fof- 
tered ! Adelaide (ickened at the command ^ 
and though confcious that her deftiny was 
already fixed by a father's decree, (he 
could not help cafting '• many a longing, 
lingering look behind,'* upon thofe mo- 
ments in which (he had flattered herfelf 
with being dear to Charles. 

So well had Baron Ingerfdorf managed 
for . his young friend, that no cenfuce 
whatever was pafled upon him by the 
Arch- duke. Nay, when Charles prefente<f 
himfelf at his gate, he was admitted to his 
Royal Highnefs's lonely breakfaft, and 
received with fo much gracioufnefs, that 
we fear our good Baron's tongue had not 
failed there of its ufual friendly indif- 
cretion.

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tehen Charles was mentionedf t-r^ To del^y 
her departure under fuch circuniftance$ 
»would have been but cruel mercy : hoping 
fomething from the eflFed her altered fpi- 
Hts would have upon her father, he pre- 
pared to give iUp his charge^ and cpmmif- 
iioned his wife to tell her fo, . 

Charles had juft^ entered the drawingr 
room at Ingerfdorf-^houfe, after a tedious 
review, when the Baronefs thus commif* 
fioned made her appearance. Adelaide 
was mixing him a refrefhing liquid; and 
trying to overcome her agitation, as ihe 
falteringly remarked his fading ftrengtb, 
and fuggeftedthe propriety of.afidng medi- 
cal advice.

"VTO fooner did Colonel Wurtzburg re- 
cover from the fit of fpleen, into which 
Leopolftat's gentle reproofs had thrown 
him; no fooner did he drefs his dif- 
femUing fa?§ m fslfs forrow; than he 
proceeded to the quarters of his young 
aflfociate. There he complained of the 
harflinefs with which he had been treated 
for a mere error of judgment; and pro- 
teftedy that nothing Ihort of confcious 
integrity could have fupported him under 
the unmerited cenfure of a man whom he 
efteemed above all mankind. 

Demetrius pleaded the ^ ardour of a 
brother's afFeSion; Vhich to leflen the 
fault of its objed, became unknowingly 
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'unjuft. For himfelf he profefTed to be. 
convinced of the Colonel's good inten- 
tions ; and fincerely grieved, therefore, 
that his brother fhould have doubted 
them. 

In the tonverfation which enfued, 
Wurtzburg faw that to retain any in- 
flaence over Demetrius, he muft aiTume 
the tone of Charles : — This he did fo ad« 
mir^ly as to make Demetrius regret the 
lyrkiog prejudice of his almoft-faultleik 
brothert 

The refctenCU? of- virtue formed bf 
Demetrius did not end with the ilrong 
emotion that produced them. He requeft* 
ed Wurtaburg never to Ipeak of Madame 
de Fontainville ; but trufting to his firm 
deterinination of conquering the perni- 
cious palfion flie had infpirtdy leaVe 
him in filence to ftruggle^ in filence to 
fufFer. 

The Colonel promifed : yet not without 
indulging a fecret fiope of foon being 
able to bring . about another meeting : ~ 
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An event which in his opinion was alone 
wanting to revive the extravagant wifhes 
of Demetrius. On this event he vainly 
reckoned. Th& Marquis de Liancour 
having received an invitation from one of 
the French Princes to accompany him 
into England, had gladly confented ; and 
took with hrni his unhappy and too?, 
charming daughter. 

Unable to comprehend how Demetrius 
Could refign, if he loved her ; and fttU 
infeniible to the criminality of indulging 

iixok sui attacbmeftt, wlpile. irr^y.o^ably^ 

bound to another^ Zaire anfwered her 
lover's laft letter, by indifcreet reproaches* 

Nothing, could have injured her caufe 
io much as this conduft^ 

The heart of Demetrius, awakened to a 
jqonfcioufnefs of guilt, now anxioufly 
fought for fome anfwering fentiment in 
that of the woman he ftill idolized. It 
fecretiy recoiled from the evidence before 
him, that her fotil was incapable of 
catching the enthufiafm of his* -.■ 
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Fain, fain, would he have thought her, 
as he had once done, the perfedion of 
female worth ! 

The difcourfes of Charles had infufed 
new ideas of feminine charaAer into his 
mind ; and when he compared them 
with that of his too-dear Zaire he turned 
away from the comparifon with painful 
difquiet. 

Count Forfhiem's fociety, and a tem^ 
porary abfence ,of Colonel Wurtzburg^ 
fortunately ripened thefe good fruits of 
reflexion. 

Demetrius every day grew more com- 
pofed; fteadily purfued the fevered flu- 
dies with intenfe application; and thofngh 
his new friend would often fee his features 
agitated by fudden recoUedions, or behold 
him ftart away, and bury a violent burflt 
of anguifh in folitude, flill he khew him 
refolute in the endeavour of regaining his 
brother's efteem. 

Forfhiem' was fo ikilled in his profeflion, 
and fo accomplifhed in every manly ^Xr 
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ercife, that hfe was never at a lofs for me- 
thods to vary the oc(:upations of Demetrius ; 
and there was fo much eonftant happinefs 
in his fun-burnt countenance, that he might 
be faid to carry about with him fuch a care- 
ending atmofphere as dwells upon lofty 
mountains. 

From admiring tliis happinefs,, young 
Leopolftat at length proceeded to feel its 
amiable contagion ; and though his lonely 
nights were paiTed but too often in weak 
regret, in all the excefs of wildly-remem- 
bered paffion ; his days were given to in- 
terefting employment, during which, he 
was able to repel the feducing image of 
Zaire whenever it intruded. 

The warm applaufe with which all 
Charles's letters were filled contributed 
in no fmall degree to animate the defpair- 
ing heart of Demetrius. Judicious praife 
is the aliment «iof virtue: Demetrius found 
it so; and now looked to that brother 
with increaiing fondnef^; as if his tender 
nature could not exift without lavifliing' 
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on another obje£k what it was farced to 
take from Madaftie de Fontainville. 

As thofe that have been fick beft 
know how to eftimate heakb: fo, it is 
only the penitent (inner who can tell 
the unfpeakable joys of a reconciled 
confciehce. — Demetrius felt thefe joys: 
and frequently after the pang of fuddeh 
rfegret had quivered through every nerve 
became fenfible to an exulting glow which 
repaid him for all his fufFenngs. 

Count Forfhiem won upon his affec^ 
tion without endeavouring to penetrate 
his melancholy fecret: fo that by the 
time Colonel Wurtzburg returned to 
the regiment he found a monitor near 
his vidim little inferior to the hated 
Charles. 

In vain he urged his young friend tor 
feek comfort in focial pleafures : Deme- 
trius had loft his reUfli for them. He was 
now much better pleafed in. a (blitary ride 
with Forihiem, (oppofing his gienius to 
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the other's experience while they folved 
military problems,) than when he had 
been the enlivening principle of a whole 
affembly. 

The young men were at this time 
deeply engaged in trying to difcover the 
materials which compofed the celebrated

that of making Demetrius laugh* His

it may be necefTary, perhaps, to inform fome rea- 
ders, that it was a bituminous mixture, (the fecret of 
which has hot come down to later ages,) propelled 
from metal tube^> and producing an un(^uenchable 
fire. '^ '^ 
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such an opportunity of diverting the 
thoughts of his friend into new channels. 

In their wanderings over the Bellunese, 
they faw the ground with foldiers* eyes : 
and frequently Demetrius forgot to re- 
mark its beauties in the ardour with 
which he canvaffed the advantages and 
difadvantages it prefented for attack or 
defence. 

For(hiem encouraged this growing tafte ; 
fuffering nothing to efcape which could 
aflift his benevolent endeavours. In 
fliort, he turned every thing into leflbns 
of that fcience which it was now patriotifm 
to ftudy. V 

One evening retui-ning frpm a^ilong 
ride, the ihadows were deepening faft 
as they entered a precipitous defile; 
when Demetrius flopped to reconnoitre 
what he called an admirable fituation 
for two pieces of ordnance, with whicli 
he engaged to defend the^pafs againfl a 
prodigious number of enemies. Forihiem 
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laughing outrageoufiy at the adroitnefs 
With which, lik^ all other fy(lein*makers, 
he had pufhed away every invincible ob- 
ftacle, forgot he was on horfeback; and 
his horfe fuddenly ftartmg, he was thrown 
oflF. 

The tnifchief to himfelf was trifling : 
but the accident had caufed fuch alarm to 
an old ecclefiaftic and his niece, who were 
croffing the valley, that Forfhiem could 
do no lefs than apologize.* The young 
lady was in a tremor of benevolent appre- 
henfion : however, (he foon recovered, on 
being led int<> a neighbouring cottage, 
where not only her uncle, but Demetrius, 
and the unlucky Count, affifted in quieting 
her nerves. 

Mutual railleries upon their feparate 
enthyfiafm, awkwardnefs, and weaknefs, 
fucceeded to their momentary confufion. 
The old gentleman laid the blame of the 
accident entirely to the account of a huge 
umbrella which he had unfortunately ex-

" You miftake me for fome one elfe ;'* 
faid Demetrius, raifmg her from the 
ground, -:— " I never was in this country 
before." 

" O! that was always' your honours * 
way Vm told — you wouldn't have your 
good deeds known: but I tell 'em every 
day to the bleffed faints.— Your Lordfhip 
knows it was in Alface." 

" Moft likely you mean my brother," 
interrupted Demetrius. The cottager 
looked at him a few moments^ while he 
fmilingly took off his Huffar cap*— -He 
fhook^ back his luxuriant hair, which 
parted like clouds rolling away from th^ 
foft brightnefs of the moon. Forfliiem, 
at that inftant, thought he had never before 
feen fo charming a countenance ; and the 
poor woman hefitated, as if unwilling to > 
refign her delightful error.

" Oh, beauty, fy/en beauty !" faid De- 
metrius in a tone of deep fadnejs — " why 
do we prize it fo when it bewitches away 
our guardian angel, reafon ? — Lorenza is 
much better without it." 

He then funk into fudden filence from 
which not all the friendly efforts of For- 
fhiem could effedtually roufe him. His 
heart was full of Madame de Fontauxville : 

F 5 
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fome evanefcent expreflion from Lorenza 
Soldini's changeful eyes had forcibly re^* 
called the moft feducing looks of her's; 
and all the tendemefs that infptred them 
now preiTed upon his memory* 

Thefe reflexions no longer maddened his 
brain ; but they created a melancholy far 
more oppreflive. Certain that he had 
parted from Zaire for ever, he thought 
that with her he relinquiflied the animating 
fentiment in which his nature could alone 
find happinefs. The thrilling pleafures of 
mutual love feemed to have vaniihed from 
his youthful fight, and a dreary void alone 
ftretched before him. 

For that day Forfliiem ceafed to diflurb 
his friend's reveries : but on the next, he 
beguiled him into writing to his brother ; 
an occupation which vf^s of all others 
bed calculated to refrefli his fainting 
fpirit. ' 

The correfpondence between Charles 
and Forihiem, though regular and various^ 
never once verged towards thofe topics in 
' "^ 8 
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.\ifrhich young men with engaged hearts 
are apt to indulge : it was fo wholly made 
up- of remarks oa men, . books, and acci- • 
dental occurrences, that a third perfoa . 
reading their feparate letters would have 
pronounced them abforbed in the purfuiti 
of knowledge. 

The Count now detailed at length their - 

vifit to the paftor of— ^ , believing he? 

fhouldbnot ftand acquitted of . his promife 
without thus enabling Charles to. watch ^ 
over every new connexion of his brother's. . 

With Wurtzburg, Ebrihiem aflbciatedl 
becaufe Demetrius ftill fly led him friend;* 
but he did it without one particle of 
efteem : the Colonel in ; return eyed him.- 
with fecret veijation. He faw in him: 
a ftrong barrier to his fanguine- pro-- 
fpedl of converting the defperate ftate of: 
young Leopolftat's mind into the means of . 
his ultimate deftrudion ; and he therefore ^ 
pdftponed his views without relinquilhing: 
them. 

AfFummg the habifeof the. friends, her 
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frequently joined their rides and walks 
to the worthy paftor's ; nay, old Natalie 
had her (hare of attention, and was once or 
twice prefented by him with a filk gown* 
and hood for feftival days. Demetrius 
could not help inwardly acknowledging 
the general fuperiority of Forfliiem ; yet 
at thofe moments he would fay to himfelf^ 
*' Wurtzburg is a worthy fellow !" — and 
he faid this the oftener for thinking it the 
lefs. 

, When he wrote to Charles, .his heart 
prompted the warmeft eulogium of their 
mutual friend : for he rightly judged, that 
to the noble nature of his brother fuch 
praifes would be cpnfolbg ; as it was 
only in the excellence of his rival, that 
he could find confolation for refigning 
Adelaide. 

Charles in return did not fuffer De- 
metrius to employ his thoughts about 
conjeduring the fate of IVJadame de Fon-^ 
tainville. tie was confcious that . the 
woman who has once been loved muft 
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ever be interefting ; and therefore when he 
heard occafionally from her father he fpoke 
of them in his letters. This condud was 
equally humane and judicious : it lulled the 
anxious fears, while it awakened the ftilU 
livelier thankfulnefs of Demetrius j whofe 
tears now and then dealing down upon 
thefe letters flowed as much from gratitude 
as regret. 

The fociety at the paflor's contributed 
in no flight degree to efface the impreffions 
of unhallowed paflion. Soldini had the 
happy art of never lofing fight of his facrei 
fundion, even in the moft focial hours : 
his converfation always led to reflexions 
which bettered the heart and elevated the 
mind. In his life you read the beauty of 
his dodnnes ; in his countenance you faw 
the bleflednefs of his fouL 

Demetrius daily gathered from biixi 
new flores of principle, which infenfibly 
left no room for felfifh and inordinate 
defire. He became reconciled to the 

« 
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and while playing with little Simmo- 
netta, (Soldini*s youngeft niece) loft 
every painful remembrance in genuine 
gaiety. 

The pretty fportivenefs of this childy. 
the whimfical archnefs of her lifter, the 
contagious cheerfulnefs of Forfhiem, were - 
fo many falutary medicines which brought 
back the health and fpirits of Demetrius : 
and though a loud figh would often arreft 
a loud laugh, yet he laughed again the very- 
next moment. 

Neady three months had elapfed fince 
the young men's introduftion to the 
worthy paftor, when the clafhing interefts 
of the congrefs at Raftadt, and the rapid 
changes in military difpofitions, announced 
another war. The brigade in which " they 
were was ordered to proceed further into 
the Venetian ^ flat es; after which it was 
probable their regiments would be fepa-' 
rated. This was a fevere mortification to 
both. 

They took leave of the paftor's fenuly;^ 
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with an emotion which was only excelled 
by. that of the once-gay Lorenza, who now 
fat bathed in tears by the fide of For« 
ihiem ; while her little lifter clung round 
the neck of Demetrius, repeating the un- 
reftrained kifs of childhood, and fobbing 
out an intreaty that he would not leave 
them* 

Demetrius loved this endearing child 
with fuch uqafieded w^mth, that he 
could fcarcely call up a fingle fmile to 
foothe her grief. 

[ Soldini regarded him with a painful ex- 
cefsof.pity J for he thought lefs of their 
prefent Separation than of their eternal 
one, whkh the fate of ws^r rendered To 
probable. 

After this removal, the regiment of 
Wurtzburg was cantoned in the Trevi- 
fane; that to which Forfliiem belonged, 
in the Vicentin. Wurtzburg now had his 
deftined prey within ^ his grafp, and only 
waited for an opportunity, (which he, 
trufted young Leopolftat^s charader 
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would foon furnifh) to whelm him ih 
irrevocable ruin. 

Scarcely had the. reviving Demetrius be- 
gun to indulge in dreanis of future fame 
upon the banks of the Livenza, when an 
inci4€nt occurred which promifed a recom- 
penfe for his paft fufferings. , 

The winter had fet in with peculiar 
feverity ; yet he frequently braved its 
piercing * air, wrapt up in his pelifle, 
mufing on times gone, and times to 
come. 

' The abfence of his friend Forfhiem ; 
and the new light in which his altered 
habits made him behold Wurtzburg ; 
fome* tender recolledions of fcenes long 
lince over, never to bd renewed ; confpired 
with a dark tempeftuous night, about the 
end of December, to deprefs his fpirits 
more than ufuaL As he pafled the fen- 
tinels, their cheerful fongs^ or carelefs 
whiftle, called up a traih ef thoughts upon 
the miferies of' that fuperior cultivation 
which ferves only to render our moraL 
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fenfe more exquifite to pain. — He con- 
trafted his blighted feelings, with their 
jovial thoughtleflhefs ; and pondering on 
the brevity of that exiflence, of which fo 
great a part had paiTed with him folely in 
procuring himfelf forrow, his reflexions 
clothed himfelf in the following drefs* 

MIDNIGHT MUSINGS. 

O [ as I wander thus, and think how Time 

Fafieth away^ and fweeps with mighty hand. 

Our loves and com£&rts> from vs, I am fad ; 

And my heart aching, while my eyes o'erflow. 

Beats to this monrnfal truth. That life is pain. 

Wiiy is it that with eager zeal we fearch 

The volumes of philofophy, and huild 

The lofty dotne of knowledge ? — Wherefore feek 

To cherifh fuhtle feeling, that will foon 

Turn like a nurtured viper on the foul, 

And iling the hreafl that warm'd it ^ — O, to gaia 

All Wi£d(im*s wealth, to be foft Feeling's child,. 

Is but to barb and fpeed thbfe venom'd darts 

Of difappointment, ^hich unerring Time 

Will finally caft at usi •— As we rove 
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Through this fad place of tears, we daily fee 
Friends falling from us j death or fickle change. 
Wafting our deareft hle.ifing : Every hour 
Convinceth us, that all the pomp of Rank, 
The painted fhadow, Pleafure, the gay cup 
Which Diflipation offers; one and all 
Contain but honeyed poifon : — Not a joy 
Lives, fave in quiet fcenes of home-delight. 
And even there — yes, there, where we might hope 
Peace would be found for ever ; piercing thoughts 
Torture remembrance : Ghofts of blifsful days 
Long lince departed, never to return. 
Haunt the wild heart; while Qft, with fudden force. 
Crime, or cold iotereft^ from its prefent ftore 
Will f natch its fondeft treafure. — Could I, theni 
Yield up this reftlefs feeling ; and wipe out 
AU memory of the paft, all ufelefs lore. 
That only teaches me to be a wretch, ' 
O i I would do it gladly ; would kneel down 
And thank that God who granted me the pdwer: 
For I am weary of this troubled Hfe, 
Though in the path of youth, my erring feet 
Not long have wander'd.: tho' in buoyant tides- 
Health with her choiceft current fills my veins* 
Alas ! alas !^ this is a heavy world ; 
But for a better hope, its. various iil9 . 
Could ne'er be bprne ! 
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Abftraded from every thing outward, 
he had wandered to a great diftance j whea 
ftartirig int9 recolleftion at the found of 
repeated Ihrieks, he beheld one wing of 
a large building (which from ita extent 
and magnificence appeared to be the 
palace of fome noblemen) enveloped in 
£ames. 

It was evident that the wretched inha* 
bitants were but juft awakened to a fenfe 
of their fituatioh ; for he faw only a few 
unclothed domeftics, ifTuing from the 
lower apartments, and ufirig frantic en- 
deavours to roufe the fleepers at the other 
wipg. Without a moment's confideration; 
he ruflied into the hall, flew up the lofty 
ftaircafe, and, forcing through the fmoke 
and flames, (which a fl:rong fcurrent of 
air from feveral uniting galleries, .rendered 
tremendous)^ burft into a room, where 
he beheld a fight that animated his ex- 
ertions.

He then haftily afked the trembling.

girl, if flie had courage to follow him; 
and receiving a quicker affirmative, burft 
through the gathering fire. It was not till 
he reached the outfide of the portico, 
that he found himfelf unaccompanied. 
Cafting his ftill-fenfelefs charge into the 
ai*ms of ftrangers, while the flames fpread 
over the whole face of the building, he 

m 

hurried back in fearch of the younger 
lady. 

The ftaircafe had fallen in : but the 
diftrafted cries of the poor girl becpming 
every moment fainter, forbade him to re- 
liriquifli his enterprize. He flew again to 
the front ; incoherently upbraiding 'the 
amazed . byftanders for feeking only to 
lave the edifice, while a fellow-creature's 
life was at ftake.

After eitchanging expref&ons of fincere 
pleafure at this lingular rencontr0^ the 
ladies retired to their devotions; and he 
took his ftatidn in the hall of the ruined 
wing, where a party of his own foldiers 
were placed to fecure the palace from 
plunder. 

*** If it be fo fweet to fave life,** he ex- 
claimed inwardly, rolling himfelf round 
in his cloak, and laying down upon the 
floor, " how dreadful mufl: it be to take 
it !" 

Thb unlucky fuggeftion of a too-tender 
heart banifhed the fleep he was about to 
court J and he fpent the few rem^dnipg

But, fo far from divining that, I can- 
didly acknowledgie that my vanity was 
not. a little piqued this morning by the 
image reflected on me by one of your 
Highnqfs's immenfe mirrors/'

« Well ! well !*' refutiaed the Duchefs, 
laughiog, ^' that opportune bluih (hows 
me how much more advantageous colour 
is to your features ; lb I believe you muft 
be* acquitted of having endeavoured to 
rob them of it." 

A more ferious converfa^ion now e&« 
fued; in which the venerable lady ex- 
prefled herfelf, with a (enfibility as un- 
common at her age as was her former ex- 
treme vivacity. Whik flie was ftiJl fpeak- 
ing) Conftantia entered. 

Recovered from the terror of the pre- 
ceding night, and bright with delight, (he' 
appeared to Demetrius like the morning 
ftar. No longer obfcured, her lovdy 
fiiape was attired in a habit that fuitcd 
its airinefs^ This . delitately*flender (hape, 
her flight foot, and finely-turned ancle, 
lier colour like the bloom of almond-trees, 
her . fpeaking eyes, znd Skin tranfparentiy 
£sur, not dazzlingly whiter formed a de- 
cided contrail to the remembrance of 
Madame de Fontamville. 
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The latter ^jwis like an alabafter copy of 
*^ that beauteous ftatue which enchants 
the world/' animated into motion, and 
breathing only love ; while the perfon of 
the other feemed but the fpiritualifed 
drefs of an etherial nature, through every 
part of which the Kving prmciple glowed 
vividly.' 

This very contraft recalled Zaire but 
the more forcibly to the mind of Derne- 
trius. He gaeed on the Princeis with an 
expreffion too poignant to be unobferved : 
yet the Duchefs attributed it to mere ad« 
nvration. 

. The animation with which Demetrius- 
bad entered the Felieri Palace was com- 
pletely baniihed by this fatal remem- 
brance. It prefled upon him with a force 
that feemed to reproach him for ever be* 
ing. happy. He forbade himfelf to. think 
Conilantia delightful : as if fotrie myfte- 
rious power that liad prefided over his 
former paflion, was forefeeing its extinc*

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tion, and thus endeavouring to keep that 
paffion alive. 

How often during the reign of this wild 
infatuation had he turned impatiently 
from the praifes of this very Conftantia ; 
whofe character both Charles and Baron 
Ingerfdorf took pleafui^e in covertly op- 
pofing to that of Madame de Fontain-- 
ville! How often had he vowed almofl; 
to hate her ! 

Memory, in recalling thefe circum- 
flfances, recalled a multitude of ecftatfc 
moments which now couid never return ; 
-— for the charm was broken ; and in be- 
coming fenfible to the guilt of their at- 
tachment he had loft that rapturous belief 
of Zaire's perfection which made thofe 
moments fo exquifite. Yet he loved ber 
ftill ; — pamfully loved her ! 

The young Princefs obferving his fad- 
nefs, checked her own vivacity ; and 
turned the converfation immediately on 
his brother.

Nothing could be fo well adapted to aU 
lure back the cheerfulnefs of Demetrius : 
^V It was his mufic to fpeak the praife of 
Charles.'' And now, encouraged by the 
fweet fmiles of the Princefs, and the r& 
peated quefUons of the Duchefs, he made 
his panegyric in the mod animated tenn& 
Sometimes he illuftrated his remarks by 
Iketches of the condud which . excited 
them ; and fometimes (where, his owa 
feelings forbade explanation) he pav&d 
awhile only to renew with greater energy 
the aflurance of that brother's unequalled 
goodnefs. 

'Demetrius was not aware that in thus, 
making Charies's eulogium he was literally 
making his own. For both ladies ad- 
mired a nature which thus proved itfelf 
incapable of ei^vy, and alive to the moft 
facri^d of fentiments. 

In the common intercourfe of life we 
have fo many circumvallatipns of cere<- 
mony^o pierce through;, fo many out- 
works of awe and referve to carry ere we 
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can get to the heart, that it is feldom. we 
have tkne enough to difcover in another,' 
or to difplay in ourfelves, that conge- 
niality which turns acquaintance into 
friendlhip« All thefe obftacles, however, 
were cleared away before the little party 
now afiembled. Terror, joy, and gra- 
titude, had at once thrown open the gates 
of each bofom ; rank and etiquette were 
no more remembered ; and they now faw 
in one another only the preferver and the 
preferved. 

Under the influence of fuch feelings, 
no wonder they were all equally pleafed. 

By degrees the melancholy clouds oli" 
the face of Demetrius were difplaced by 
•lerenlty, and then the Duchefs obferved 
that refemblance between him and her 
:grand-daught«r which had been remarked 
by Charles and others. This was the re- 
iemblaince of colouring and expreffion, 
rather than of feature; but it was very 
ftriking; arguing a fimilarity both4n tem- 
perament and mind. 
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• During this yifit Demetrius learned! 
that Mam'felie Ingerfdorf was ftitl with, 
her father near Munich^ and that fiie was 
well in heahh. 

Willingly would Demetrius Imve knowa; 
more of one in whom he was interefled. 
from her endearing qualities, *as much as 
from the certainty of her power over his*- 
brother's peace; but the Princefs evidently^, 
fliunned the fubjeft ; though the fuddea- 
figh fhe drew, while lamenting her friend's, 
departure from Vienna, convinced her 
watchful auditor that fhe knew the ex-' 
tent of Adelaide's lituatibn. 

The Duchefs had determined upon re«r 
moving to a neighbouring lodge while the 
burned wing fliould be rebuilt ; for which 
purpofe her domeftics were employed, in. 
transferjring part of the furniture^ Deme** 
trius was now invited to join the. family 
there at fupper that evening ;; and he thea- 
left, the palace with a trophy of Coa-* 
ftantia's favour } having, had; his incon^ 
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venient fling replaced by one which her 
own delicate hands adjufted. 

Power and wealth are the only magi- 
cians : they can create fairy-land out of 
defarts, and turn a dull pile into a fcene 
of fplendour ! 

When Demetriqs entered the Lodge, he 
was furprifed to fee it as rich in ornament 
sLnd comfort as if it had always been the 
refidence of princes. The fituation itfelf 
was highly romantic; hanging over the 
Livenza river, and furrounded by gi- 
gantic evergreens. Beautiful- e^i^otics 
bbomed in every faloon ; and the genial 
temperature of an air artifically produced 
made him forget that all was winter 
without. 

As he trod the matted galleries, anti- 
cipating the partial reception he was furo 
to meet with, his heart feemed fo whifper 
that here it had found its home. He felt 
a fort of property in the charming women 
'trhofe lives he had faved, aiid almoft longed 
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W greet their kindnefs with a cordial em« 
bi'ace. 

As he approached the Princefs (after 
having kifTed the out-ftretched hand of 
the Ddchefs,) ihe faid with her ufual in- 
nocent fi^anknefs — "" 

*' We have thought' you To long ! — • I 
believe we ihall never feel fafe again 
without you," • 

. *• And I am fure," rejoined the old lady, 
** we fiiall never, thoroughly enjoy any 
future pleafure, unlefs our deliverer haA 
his full fharc' of it.

Before we can get quite as fociable as I 
mean we fliall be, we muft underftand 
each other's taftes. „ Though my Con- 
f&ntia cheerfully quits the gay world to 
enliven the . retiremeht of an infirta old 
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wonan^ I mil not infifl: upon your doing 
the fame ; and yet I muft fee you. very 
often.-— So choofe how it is to be: — in 
aiTemblieS) or at that little fupper-table ?" 

Overpowered with gratitude and grati* 
fication, Demetrius, of courfe poured out 
a mod eloquent rhapfody about the>*de- 
light of focial intercourfe, the improving 
calm of feclufion, the inexbauflible riches 
of ftudy. J fprinkling his difcourfe very 
plentifully with allufions to the contem- 
plative walk between avenues of awe-in- 
fpiring cedars ; the diftant roar of the 
Adriatic, and the beauties of moon-light : 
in ihort, Demetrius wi(hed to retain the 
favour of the Duchefs, and with a harmlefs 
deceit kept back his tafte for hunting and 
dancing, avowing only his real predilec- 
tion for the other purfuits. 

The Duchefs fmiled : 

** This philofophic indiflference to com* 
mon pleafure," (he faid, " lifts you fo 
above our level, that I fee you mufl: be 
corrupted a little to make you compa- 
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nionable : we'll have a ball here very foon ; 
and then you fhall have an opportunity 
of trying whether Conftantia hangs as 
heavy on your hands, as (he did lad night 
on your arms." 

A hearty laugh at this play upon words 
fpared Demetrius from replying. The 
Princefs, though blulhing, eyed hira ftill 
more archly than her grandmother. 

" Your wifli to pleafe my grandmamma/* 
ihe faid, *^ is fo agreeable to me, Count, 
that' I will, not quarrel with you for put- 
ting a negative upon balls and concerts ; 
but juft let me hint to you, that you may 
faf<$ly recal that negative, and honeftly 
own you love to ling . and dance, and be 
happy now and then among crowds. — If 
you are as like me in charadler as in coun« 
tenance, you can be happy any where; 
alone or in company ; in a ball-room, or 
in a wood ; reading or talking ; playing 
the philofopher, or playing th'e fool ; and' 
fo you may as well confent ' to be happy a 
fortnight hence, dancing with me, as re- 
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folve upon awkwardly mafquerading in 
your prefent garb of a Neftor : — it don't 
become you, upon my honour/* 

Such good-humoured raillery produced 
no worfe effeft upon Demetrius, than 
rendering him completely ingenuous. He 
confeflfed guilty to the charge of di(Ii« 
mulation, owned that dancing was one 
of his favourite amufements, mufic his 
paffion ; and finally engaged hiifafelf for 
the enviable diftindion of waltzing at the 
coming b^U with his fair accufer. 

Hours now flew like minutes. — Lively 
imaginations and warm hearts never p^er- 
mitted the converfation to ceafe, or be- 
come languid. They were like friends 
meeting after long abfence: each had a 
profuiion of things to fay, and each lis- 
tened with animated interefl to the details 
of the other. 

Conftantia, who would not allow any 
one to attend the Duchefs but herfelf, 
glided arily about her, performing all 
thofe little o^ces of attentive affe£lioa 
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^hich are fo endearing when cheerfully 
executed \ and Demetrius^ after a fhort 
conteft, was permitted to difmifs, and 
take the place of the male attendant, 
whofe bufinefs it was to wheel the chair 
of his Lady from one ftation to another. 

When they were feated at fupper, the 
bufinefs of the repaft gave frefti vivacity 
to their conver&tion : and had a painter 
wifhed for models of youthful delight, he 
might have found them in Princefs Con- 
ftantia and our young Huffar. 

Ah, unhappy Zaire ! at this very mo- 
hient waft thou in a diftant country, 
gazing ^ith fwimming eyes upon th€ 
miniature of that beautiful face- which 
thy <endemefs had fo often lighted up 
with all the charm of tranfport ! At this 
very moment was thy too-faithful heart 
beating with an incurable paffion, and jfi- 
lently petitioning the* God of pity to forjgive 
its criminal conftancy ! 

When Colonel Wurtzburg firft heard 
of his young Lieutenant's introdu^Hon to 
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the Duchefs di Felieri, he wa$ fcized with' 
fuch an acute fit of his old difeafe, envy, 
that with diflScuhy he concealed it: but. 
recovering after a (hort ftruggle, he con- 
foled himffelf wiih hoping that in fo un- 
equal an intimacy might be fown the feeds 
of that mifery for the brothers, which his 
demoniac genius was fo wdl qualified to 
ripen. H^e therefore congratulated De- 
metrius, liberally praifed the Duchefs 
and her charming grand-daughter, and 
begged eameftly to obtain an introduc* 
tion alfo* 

Tl)is was eafijy accompliflred. The 
Duches?, grateful for the ferviees of 
Wurtzburg's regiment,, had already or- 
dered money to be diftribuced among the 
foldiers; and ihe now gave a magnificent 
entertainment to the officers ; at which 
iorae of the fineft performers from the 
Venetian Opera-houfe exerted their be- 
witching talents. A> ball followed the con<- 
cert, compofed of the nobility and xidgh- 
bouring military*. 
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At this gala Conftantia's uncle was pre- 
fent. He came to c(xtgratulate their vene- 
rable relative upon her providential efcape; 
and perfonally to ptefent the young Count 
Leopolftat with a fword fuperbly hilted with 
diamonds. 

In the company of the Prince of Nu« 
remberg it was impoffible to forget that 
he was a prince : his air warned even his 
iotimates never to lofe fight of that^ If 
be fmiled, it was a fmile which awed, not 
invited the gaiety of others ; if he con* 
verfed, his cold ftatelinefs checked the 
current of converfation, confining it folely 
to his queftions and their replies. 

Demetrius could not help perceiving- 
in this Princess odentatious acknowledg- 
ments the want of gratitude's beft ingre* 
dient, a delight at having been obliged- 
No fooner had he given him the glittering 
fword, and delivered k with a formal 
fpeech of future patronage^ before an af- 
femblage of company, than he feemed ta 
think that his invotuntary debt was com-

pletely acquitted ; and that be might hence- 
forth confider the young fubaltem as a 
creature intitled to no more than the ufual 
fhare of illuftrious condefcenfion. 

Had not the eyes of Conftantia pleaded 
for her uncle's ungracioufhefs, and by their 
kindnefs atoned for it, the high^fpirited 
Demetrius would have been tempted, to riik 
Nuremberg's eternal difpleafure by refufing 
the bauble to which he now affixed no! 
Value. He checked the refentful fwell of 
his proud heart, (imply bowed a reply, and 
politely faftened it at bis fide. 

This momentary mortification was fully 
compenfated by the pointed attentions of 
the Duchefs ; ihe was not to be frowned 
out of laudable feeling by a petulant 
nephew. Confcious that Demetrius de- 
ferved the warmed gratitude, and held that 
rank in fociety which privileged her openly 
to ihow it, fhe evidently made his gratifi- 
cation her firft aim in the amufements of 
the evening. 

Unaccuilomed to the oppoiition of any 
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of fier wifhes ; atid unufed to confult either 
private or public opinion ; habituated to 
follow every benevolent impulfe, without 
confidering the inconveniences to which 
It might lead; fhe now fecretly refolved 
to adopt this engaging youth, and be- 
queath to hhn at her death that part of 
her fortune which (he had formerly def- 
thied for her nephew. The icy referve of 
the Prince difgvfted her. Perhaps fhe 
was unconfciouily piqued at the indif- 
ference about her life, and his niece's ; 
which fuch cold condu£): to their preferver 
certainly implied. Whatever was the 
motive, from that night fhe conceived as 
immoderate a diflike to him as fhe had 
taken an affedion fcr Demetrius ; and 
faw the former depart, a few days after- 
wards, without a fingle attempt to detain 
him. 

The incident of the ball had fhown her 
the heartleffnefs of coftly prefents. , To 
have given the young foldier any more 
diamonds would, fhe thought^ tafle of her 
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nephew's repaying principle : fee tberefoitS^ 
merely prefented him with a rich pelifle^ 
embroidered in gold by herfelf. 

The kindnefs with which Demetrius wa^ 
unifonnly received at. the Lodge, and his 
aptitude to forget every diftinfiion in affep* 
tion, foon produced a complete. familiarity ;: 
which feowed all their minds in that negli'i* 
gent undrefs which is §o be<!oming wheo;- 
worn by fenfe and vntue^ "^ 

Dividing the day between ex^die, em^- 
ployment, and elegant recreatiorir was fo 
/much the habit of Conftantia and her 
grandmother, that they feemed ignorant 
of the merit attached to to laudable a ufe: 
of time^ 

Demetrius never few with then^ any of' 
that laflitude, or thofe capricious humours, 
fpringing out of indolence.: they had no- 
occafion to rack their friend's inventions^ 
for new amufements, being fatisfied with 
fiich as they had enjoyed together for many 
months. 
. Though unable to move without jffift?- 
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EEce, the- Duchefs did not fuSer her mind 
to beoame the ilave of her body* Society 
of the enlightened and the good^ and the 
works of genius, were glorious refources, 
which never failed her. She continued^ 
alfo» to hold a dated court; and had 
days of audience at which her numerous 
tenantry attended with complsdnts or peti-i 
tions; every one of -which flie heard and- 
examined. 

Each hour of (he day was dedicated by 
her to fome laudable purpofe, or fome in- 
nocent recreation. Every domeftic under 
her roof had his determined ufe : and 
though* conilant employment occupied lall 
the members of her vafl: houfehold, the 
mind of its miftrefs communicated its own 
ferene character to them all ; producing 
that placid fteadinefs which is the beauty 
• of order. " Such an order the heavenly 
bodies keep, which fo move that they ever 
jeem to (land ftiilj and never difturb one 
another.'' 

While the Duchefs thus reigned within-^ 
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a domdlic deity — Conftantia . viiit^d the 
fick aad aged without; in the environs 
of the palace leaving no invalid uncom- 
forted, and often adminiftering with her 
own hands the medicines prefcribe4 by the 
phyfician. It was then that Defnetrius 
(being now permitted to partalce her 
walks,) felc the full power of Conl^antia. 
The lovelinefs of her perfon faded before 
the brightnefs of her foul ; her benevolent 
adions perpetually awakened that tender 
admiration, which neither mere beauty n<Mr 
love can ever aroufe : he would then think 
bf Madame de Fontainville with a Hgh of 
bitter comparifon. 

What a maturity did a youth fo em- 
ployed appear to promife ! — it was impof- 
iible for him to fee her as he often did, 
•ftooping to carefs the peafant children, 
condefcending to tell them little tale^, 
and to give them fhort inftruftions, with- 
out imagining the period in Which ihe 
would probably be furroundedby' a race 
of her own. At thofe moments; he couid 
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not fqrbear wifhing that (he had been bora 
of lefs fplendid parents, and that it had 
been his brother's lot to feek and to obtain 
fcer congenial heart. 

It was impoffible for Demetrius not to 
love virtues fo blended with graces and ac* 
complifliments ; and fo enlivened by fpirits, 
blooming in perpetual fpring. — He gave 
way to the delight with whidi the contem- 
plation of them infpired him ; believing it a 
harmlefs, nay a praife-worthy fentiment. 
Alas ! he knew not under how many di^ 
ferent garbs the' tyrant pafHon obtains en- 
trance to the bread ! 

The painful tendernefs which he ftill 
retained for Madame de Fontainville, af- 
iifted yet more in deceiving him. He 
had fo long- believed ii impoffible for him 
entirely to conquer that unfortunate at- 
tachment, that he was infenfible to its gra- 
dual decline. In nothing was the diminu- 
tion of this paffion fo evident as in the 
decay of its hopes : for in proportion as his 
defire to poflefs Madame de Fontainville 
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bft its earneftnefs, the death of her 
hufband appeared an event lefs and left 
probable. 

Sometimes a cafual remark,- by roufing 
long-forgotten fcenes, would for awhile re- 
vive all the impetuofity of forbidden wKhes : 
and then pity, the ftrongeft feeling he now 
cherifhed for the- once-adored Zaire, would 
rife to fuch an agony as to impofe on him 
for love. 

Thefe occafional fits of grief ferved onlj 
to render his charader more interefling to 
his illuftrious friends, and to cheat himfetf 
into a belief that he was ftill a martyr to 
fetf-impofed defpair. 

Leopolftat's letters were always fare to 
bwiih this falfe idea of his own unequalled 
fofferings. They were fo fraught with re- 
ftrained but profoixnd. fadnefs, that Deme- 
trius acknowledged his brother's fuperior 
claim on compaflion and refped. 

His anfwer to that, in which Deme- 
trius related his introdu£Uon to the Felieri 
iamQy» a^d his vain endeavour to hear 



fomething parHcular of Adelude^ coatamed 
in one part, thefe words : — - 

" I fmcerely thank you, my dearefl; 
brotlier, for your tender folicitude about 
my happinefs i and do aflure you, it is an 
additional motive to me for contending 
with a weaknefs at which I . ought tq 
biuih. 

^^ I will pot attempt to coiK:eal from 
you, that my heart bas received a de^ 
and dreadful wound: it will take many 
years to cure--^and then your brother can 
have no other hope in life than to fee you 

happy* 

^^ You will pardon this excefs of regt^ 
when you recolle£b, that men at my age 
(at lead fuch as are fufceptible of the 
ibfter feelings) have more caufes for la- 
menting the difappointntent of a ftrong 
attachment, than fuch as are younger. -« 
With the woman they love is aflbciated 
the fweet expedation of a home and a 
jamilyj an eiUmation in fociety, which 
no iingle man feels himfelf jiiAly entitled

Demetnue could* not ihelp' 0Q>nfeffing the 
fUperior nature of an afi^^tioii fo -com- 
neded with rational defires, *ndr forbear 
^fiimg^' that: he could forget for ever a 
fai&Q|n ' which* -had :1b difierently 
tm di&c&red heart. 
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/ Nerer till tiow badifw felt to;anguift^ 
«p0e of the coiife<^nce& of^ that pdBdn; -: 
^jftefolute in eondCHiming himfelf t* 
rigid dcafiomy^ and depriving himfelf • eveil 
df benevolent indulgences, till bis play 
tkbts Aouid be liquidntedi he bad reftlfeA 
the geiKiCt'ous affiftftnce of Cbarles ; tdto 
finding iliini pained by importttoity, an.

• It is eafy to conceive ho^ impetcepti- 
bly, yet how fiirely, a guilty paflibiirin 
an otherwife pure heart would fadebief^e 
'.^e charm of iiin6lcence; an^ihcrw na* 
turally* Conftantia would ^ feeli* to imbibe 
favourable fetitinlents for the prderver of 
berlife. > ^ 

' Sb equal war the growth of their attach- 
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meiit, that neither of them had yet wUhed 
for more regard thaa the ^ other teftified^ 
and Demetrius who. remembered Love, 
even in it^ happieft hours^ only a9 A 
leafoa of ftorm$, would have been afto* 
fiiihed had any one given that name to 
the delightful emotion with which he now 
gazed after the fteps of his gay Conftantiay 
met her bright eyes, or touched her foft 
iiaad. 

The funfhine of a virtuous affedion 
{»ervaded his whole £b|d;- but as xiekher 
jedloufy nor appi^hen&m had ...as yet 
clouded its brightnefs, he fufl^rpd himljejif 
to 6njoy the genial effe£b without fcrutims* 
ing its caufe. 

Had accident pToinpted him to put the 
queftiQ|]i to . himfelf, he . would have oe- 
g&tiYed it iupon tbefe grounds* During 
the defpotic reign of his firfl love evefy 
other {pntio^fpt had withered ii^ ^ J>o* 
fom ; even ffateraal a£fe3ion »ra6 thena a 
weak feeling: the hope of diftjitfitioo, 
honourable ' diflindion, ceafed to, aftuate

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him, Vtk loft H^ ' beft; ^ibd moft powerfai 
motire^ the cMiris of ^febai^g «s* duw 
ties with fidelity; and an inglorioois wA 
to devote his exiftente to^ Madame de 
Fontainville, were ftibftiftited in its fteacU 
Certain thsct he was loved to ^all 7lhe ^xcefs 
he panted for, he fbrfook evei^ ftady 
neceflary to make him Maore ^eft^msMe^ 
indulging a trance of fond idlenels^ ' wfajdk 
Madame de Fontainville doted on Irnn toa 
much to condemn. ' 

Now, his thoughts were ^rpetualljr 
ftirred with vifions of future renown^ ttd 
fchehieis of fylendidiitilify; Ihis heart eaU 
patided to new objie€ls, &ind glciw%d> witb 
greater warmth for objeds alrtedy dearjt 
hie' purfued, iiot' only elegant fiuji^^ but 
feverer ones, wkh ' energetie perfeverance j 
and felt as if fome radiant pti)tQ i(^^ 
to be hh reward. He knew not^ thM 
the heart of Conftantia wi^ th^ oKly 
prize his ' laboufi^ f6tight. Coriftantia alfo 
ehcduraged' % he^ breaft the parualkjr 
which fpread fo fclrenely throughout his« 
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It is true, fke enjoyed nochmg onlers be 
vfete present ; and every naorning wafted 
near an hour in Ipit^ring at a vdndbw 
fronlii^.ihe horfewro^ watching bk ap« 
pteyftK^^ But for this impatience (he 
^Eid: always an excellent realbn: Soam

Too. long blmd to this, prepofleifioirji

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on it. At firft flie was painfully ftartled ; 
but a ihort confultation with her own eccen- 
trie fpirit more than reconciled hen 

Demetrius, though a yovmger brother 
without patrimony, was o£ the xipl^lefi: 
Hungarian family. His fine qualities 
graced his high defeat ; and the brilliant 
repu|:afipn of his bfoljher refleded luftf4^ 
upon him. Could this young man be en^ 
riched, all obje£^ion8 would vanifh. .To be 
fure the rank of Conftantia might entitle 
her to the hand of a reigning Frinqe ; 
and where (he folely to inl^rit the im- 
fiienfe wealth of Felieri, mighty obtaiQL 
itf But would (he need a principality 
to be happy }> would Ihe be more iiv- 
debted to her anxious parent for placing 
her beyond the reach of a m^^fhe loy^^^ 
than for railing him to her level ? 
. The Ducheb anfwered thefe propofl* 
tions agreeably to her own wilhes; and 
ref9lved to let their aSe&ion take ita 
fourfe. 
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They ware both too young to marry; 
and to give the connexion refpedability, 
U was requifite for Demetriut to come 
more forward on the (lage of fife than he 
had hitherto found opportunities of doing. 
So attached' as he wai to her, fhe had 
little doubt of hearing fipm his letters^ 
(fliould the expeded war proceed,) the 
ftate ^of his feelitigs ; and whenever tbofe 
flipuld amount to dxceilive pain tke 
meant to calm them by avowing her 
intentions, 

. Oppofition from the Prince of Nurem- 
berg. Ihe forefaw and contemned: it 
might afflid Conftanda for awhile, but 
it could not deftroy her happinefs. If 
the Duchefs ihould die before the com* 
pletion of her plan, and the Prince re^ 
fufe to beftow hi* niece on the gallant 
youth tq whom flie o*ed her life; hb 
poVet of denial would ceafe when Con« 
flantia attained the age of twenty. She 
might then difpofe of herfelf as fhe 
ehofe»

' ^htis recandied to her own contempt 
of worldly-vHfdom', the Ducfaefs redou* 
bled her kindnefs' to Demetrifm^ Ityled 
him 'her child ; and wheniever they were 
rid of Pomp's heavieft trappings, its long 
tram of attendants, loved to hear her favou* 
rites addrefs each other by their famiUar 
names. 

. Colonel Wurtzburg, meanwhile, was no 
dull witnefs of all this planning. He had 
feen the repelling demeanour with which 
Prince Nuremberg difcharged his debt of 
gratitude ; and had overheard him fay 
ftemJy to the Ducheft, (as they eyed Con<» 
ftantia flying through a dance with her pre^ 
fe^et,) " That young man feems too &mi- 
Mar here, Madame. — You know how \ 
detefl: the levelling fyftem."^ 

Wurtzburg treafured up this fpeech» 
k augured a violent and refolute oppo- 
fition to any extravagant propofal of the 
old lady's in favour of this ilKftarred young 
man ; and being ignorsmt of the influence 
which her vaft difpo&ble wealth gav« the 
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Duchefs over hw ungritcious. n^hew, he 
foffered Demetrius to drink in the honey 
of this new attachnoient ; tune of erentuallf 
acquiring an alcbjmy that; would turn it 
into poifon.

/ 
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T E AVING Demetrius to enjoy almoft per- 
feft happinefs in the fociety of FeUeri, 
and to defcribe it in his letters to the 
friendly Forfliiem, we will revert to 
Charles. * 

The diftinguiihed poft he held under the 
Arch-duke, and the great (hare he enjoyed 
of that Prince's confidence, gave a falutary 
Occupation to his hours. 

Confoled by the tranquillity of a bro- 
ther (ftiU the firft objeS: of bis care) j 
employed in confidering plans, which 
might hereafter benefit his country, Leo- 
polftat's philanthropic h^art fcarcely fuf-T 
fered itfeif to throb with one felfiib grief : 



yet there were pmes when it maftered all 
his ftrength. 

As often as he tried to roufe up the de- 
caying interefl; (formerly fo lively), which 
the correfpondence of his Incognita created, 
he fighed at th^vain attempt; convinced 
that the endearing qualities of Adelaide had 
placed an eternal barrier between him and 
domeftic ties. -He now Ipoked forward to 
the expkination of that fafitaftic myftery 
with pain ; forefeeing in its ccHuJufion only 
new fourcea of XoflFecing for himfelf and 
others. . 

With Count Forfhiem his friendfliip 
had . ripei^ed into* fych intitoacy, that he 
wa3^ often tempted to . end, by a fmgle 
qneiUon, the .ftr^^ge conjefbures aiid 
wild fancies which forced thein^fetTe9-0il 
his iiakii^ ^whienever he' thought oC his 
protraded , nuptials^ . It was poffible that 
Forfl^m^i unacquaHHsd with more than 
the exterior of r Adelaide, or prepoffefied 
in iavour of fom^ gther woman, might 
not wiih to rai%. the tengagemeot made 
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for him in childhood. It^was poffibie that 
fhe might have refufed his hand, and be 
now free. If this jvere the cafe why 
ihoukl he hefitate to take advantage, of 
the partiality fo ili concealed by Mam'- 
felle Ingerfdorf ? — .Was not her father pe« 
culiarly encouraging to him? — Did not 
his own civil aiid military rank entitle faiin 
tofeek her band?— --Test" but be. was ftilL 
comparatively a beggar. 

When the pending law-fuit fliould ter^ 
minate . favourably, Adelaide would be the 
miflrefs of a very large fortune: yet if 
that fiiould end otfaerwife^ flie would be 
nearly portionlefs. 

How rapidly did the bloqd run through 
the yf&ns of Charles as he fancied thia 
improbable poflibi|ity« For a .moment he 
beheld Adelaide his own, content to. tbsat

an humble fortune,, and to find in domeftic 
retirement, and the cahn of an undeeorated 
fufficiency^ that happine& for which flie 
feemed exprefsly formed. 
The fimplified drels^ the pleafing cares 
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of elegaiki.eGoiiofny, the fpprts of children, 
axul tfae^ delights <:)f a home unapproached^ 
by faflBoa's ^fenfetefs tribe, all produced 
aft inibhtan^QUS pidure, upon which he 
gazed with tesider tranfport: but it va-* 
niflied ! — *.at the voice of reafon, it vanifhed 
for ever, 

Forihiem was of too noble d Bature 
thus ta defert the woman who had long 
been ifolated from evary other profped, 
by his avowed engagement. Marihal In- 
geefterf ftill proclaimed h^ inteatiou of 
beftoiring Addaide an hk: ward } zjod fht 
hetfelf bad written to her *aiint, that h;^ 
iate was fixed. Nothing, iherelcxre^ waa 
left to Charles, but tbe convi&bn t>f 
having a£led with ttiii(fbrm integrity. 
This ^became a folid confolation, and 
enabled him to ftem the torrent of p^* 
fionate re^et. j 

The wett-principl^ abhorrence Hffith 
which h« had taught hiihfelf to conll^er 
felfifhnefs, even under i^/inoft fednem^ 
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form» (complete abandoiiment to detpdit 
at the lofs of virtuous hopes J nom prQ«|B4 
his bed auxiliary. He belie vefii.ihimfelf 
bom to the. performance of^, tbofe^j ac- 
tive virtuee which the indulgence o£ ex- 
treme forrow renders us unfit to» execute; 
and he fought to banifh the pain of hia 
own fufierings by alieviatbg the diftrefs 
of others. 

To fome perfons £0 manageable a 
grief as this may appear no gri^f at all : 
and to them it rmy feem as if maturity 
had blunted the edge of exquliite fieeling 
HI our hero's 'bread. Let fuch perfons 
remember that the -apparent decreafe of 
fenfibility as men advance in life is to be 
attributed to its real increafe: what was 
once felfiih folicitude fpreads into geneifous 
concern for their fellow*being8:— and 
even this is foalaoced t>y a ftreiigtfaened 
power of equal weight, Reafoft. 

In military duties and ftudies, joined to 
d)e eshjoyments of benevolence and friatd* 
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fiiip, did the ititumn and the wititer psk 
away with Count Leopolftat. A new 
fcene then opened* 

-Revivibg her-fruftrat^d fcheme of uni- 
verfat aggrsaidizement, France diffolved 
the el^agemtets of Campo Formic; and 
put l»er aifci^s oti the Rbinb and in Italy 
into a threatening pofture. 

The Auftrian troops haftened • to op-< 
pofe this bold movetn^nt by advancing 
to the Ledb.; where they lay in readinefe 
to crbfi that^ river whenever France fiioiild 
openly dfeclaffe- war, .by paiSng her ac- 
knowfeged boundary. 

In the beginning of March General 
Jourdan threw ^own the expefted gaunt- 
let, and Prince Charles ruftied forward to 
feize If, 

Sbekering themfelves under their thread- 
bare mantle 6i falfehood, the French Di- 
redory proclai$ied thii^ hoftile ad but an 
autb^rifed precaution $ and alflured of the 
Emperor of Germany's williugQers to 
plunge again into war, impudently feized 
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Upon every important pofition between 
the Rhine and the Danube. 

Difappointed in his views of dinving 
the Auftrian General, Hotze, from the 
Tyrol, or of irit(?rpofing his army' be- 
tween that of this General and Prince 
Charles, Jourdan was driven back towards 
the Black Foreft ; and having thrown bflr 
the ufelefs ma& of pacific precaution, 
daringly' invited the attack of the Impe-» 
rialiils. 

The grand objeft of the Arch-duke was 
to prevent the jundion of Jourdan's and 
Maflena's armies : the latter of which now 
occupied Switzerland and the Grifons.— 
For. this purpofe he made a fudden and* 
irrefiftible eflfort againft the enemy, driv- 
ing them from the difputed poft of Of-. 
trach to a pofition on- the Lake of Con-^ 
ftance. 

In the brilliant zQdon of this firfl: general 
engagement, Leopolftat diftinguifhed him* 
jfelf with his ufual bravery. 

The French Generals, foiled ixt their 
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attempts to Quite their forces; (for Maf- ' 
fena had been beatsn back from the Vov 

« 

Tzlbergf through which he had tried to 
{uerce; and Jourdan was held in check 
by, the Arcb^-duke ;) determined to ri(k a 
•battl?. 

Jourdan^s pofitibn was highly favourable 
to fuccefs; the Archnduke's was full of 
peiiL 

The French commenced the attack at 
the break of day upon each of the Auf- 
irian wings at the fame moment; their 
objeft being to caiife a diverfion from 
the cefitre, which by weakening it irre- 
parably, . might afford them a means of 
breaking through the line^ and fecuring 
the Lake of Conftance* The' fuddennefs 
and vigour of thia.attack;. the* advantages 
of . Jourdan's ; pofition ; and the difadvan* 
tageous ground unavoidably occupied by 
tl^ Auftrians, d.t firft inclined the balance 
to the enemy* They penetrated with 
great flaughter through the^ right winj^, 
and confidently proceeded to diflodge 
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ibme remaining troops polled on the heights 
b^ondw . 

The battle was then deemed loft* Some 
of the braveft officers urged the Prince 
to retreat. Leopolftat alone elderly feU 
conded the indignation with which his 
illuftrious General repelled this ignoble 
counfel. He fuggefted a new movemeAt, 
which the Arch-duke adopted. Difqiount- 
ing from his horfe, Charles offered to rally 
an4 lead forward the fcattered infantry^ 
The offer was accepted. Several other 
officers caught his gallant enthufiafin ; and 
the citttrge was renewed with a vigour which 
enfured fuccels to the able difpoStions of the 
Prince. 

.Dreadful was the carnag^e, but • cbp^^irte 
the * vidory. The noble • and tfeei lowly 
ftrewed the earth in xtmgl^ h^p»^ 
Charles faw his bra^v^ eompadiofis ^fall 
rapidly around, and thought n6t Qfiiittb- 
fdf — but* of I9S iMTo^r wbe; w^thelx far 
away, aijfl. perh;^.s <:ptnb^iDg( lii^e ihem 
only, to dte» ♦ ., \ - 
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A feTa:^ 'flefli- wound wa$ of too little 
confequence to the ardent Leopolihtt to 
confine hitn for a (Ingle hour. 'After this 
gfanrxous day at Stockach he bore his full 
ihare in the minor engagements that foU 
lowed \ and had the fatisfadion of feeing 
die enemy driven once more beyond the 
Rhine- ^ 

Jouitian's defeated^ army, coiifolidated 
<imh that of MaCena's, fought a fan£luary 
^ Switzerland from purfuit ; where thef 
were foon menaced by the victorious troops ' 
of Aaftria. 

In the memorable combat at Schaff- 
haufen, Prince Charles had again been 
conqueror ; and now, waiting for the def- 
M)e4 moment of entering Switzerland, he 
ifepofed his valiant foldiers upon the banks 
of,*e Lake of Conftanc^. 

It is the province of politicians to 
account for the five weeks* inadion, 
of this admirable'^ -young General, at fo 
critical a pej-iod^; but candour will readily 
admit the probability of its arifing from 
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caufe^ overAvhicfa heliad no power: caufes 
that - trammelled a great and a benevolent 
fpirit ; and have diffufed pemicbus eSeSts 
through the whole mafs of German opera* 
tions. 

Leaving Xeopolftat crowned with frefli 
laurels, and enjoying the fecret councils of 
his auguft commander ; leaving him to figh 
amidft all his fame, and to think how empty 
were honours unfliared by Adelaide ; I re- 
turn to Demetrius in the Trevifane. 
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CHAP. VII. 
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ii S that part of the Auftrian force to 
which the younger Leopolftat belonged, 
was confidered as a body of referve for 
the army of obfervation lining the bank 
of the Adige, it was ftill in its former 
cantonments when hoftilities commenced 
in Italy. Demetrius, therefore, was yet 
repofing among the fweets of hofpitable 
friendfhip. 

It was now the month of March. In 
that enchanting climate. Spring's magic 
touch had already transformed the icy ' 
trees and fnowy hills, into green bowers 
and fragrant beds. The fong of the night- 
ingale, the fmell of violets and fruit- 
bloflbms, greeted the wanderer ia his

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walks. The blue arch of heaven was cloud* 
lefs; and the ftar of evening rofe upon 
nights of warm ferenity. 

The Duchefs di Felieri, eager to pro- 
mote the innocent cheerfulnefs of her 
grand -daughter, propofed a moonlight 
water -party, which the mild feafon ren- 
dered by no means imprudent. She had 
a tinfture of the romantic in her charafter ; 
and it fhowed itfelf in this feledlioh of an 
amufement. ' 

Her plan was zealoufly embraced not 
only by Wurtzburg and Demetrius but alfo 
by fome Venetian ladies then vifiting Con- 
ftantia. The party, was arranged at dinner ; 
and the gentlemen, leaving the reft of 
the company to take their liefta, repaired 
to their quarters ; to execute fome trivial 
profeflional bufinefs, and colled a few more 
officers. 

In fearching among his papers for fome 
flute-mufic, with which- he meant to re- 
frefli his memory, Demetrius accidentally 
encountered a fonnet which he had writ-

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ten in the veiy meridian of his paffion 
for Madaale de Fontainville : he feized it 
with trembling hands, and a pang of ex- 
quifite regret quivered through his heart, 
while he involuntarily read tl^fe lines.-—

Demetrius held the fonnet fome tim,e 
after he had read it, gazing on the lines 
without feeing them: without feeing any- 
thing, in ihort, bat a long train of former

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feelings "wiiich had been too fatally-tran£- ' 
porting to iie remembered without emo* ' 
lion. 

From recollection of the paft his 
tboaghts turned to the prefent; roving 
over diftrefling conjedures about the 
ill-fated Ziire. He knew fhie livedo and 
was in England, furrounded by friends : 
but upon the ftate of her heart Charles ' 
had hitherto preferved an impenetrable 
iilence. His own throbbed an agonifing 
aflurance that fhe was more faithful than 
he. * 

Man is a mafs of contradidions 1 for 
Demetrius now became profoundly , fad 
only becaufe he was no longer miferable. 

With a countenance as changed as 
his fpirits, he rejoined Wurtzburg; com- 
plaining of ai^ exceilive head-ach, which 
plea . he was forced to re-urge at the 
Lodge. » 

The Duchefs would have put ah end to 
the expedefd entertainment had ..he not 
deglared that air and gaiiety wexie always * 
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* 

fpecific$ with him ; and at the fame time 
profeffed to have found benefit from a 

• cooling eflence which the Princefs herfdf 
had held on his forehead. 

The boat was announced fobii after.— 

..The little party took fome refrefliments on 
board, and unanimouily voting againfl: at- 
tendantSy commenced their aquatic tour. 

' It was on a narrow, deep ftream, which 
originating among fome mountains, flowed 
acrofs the Bellunefe, aAd mingled its wa« 
ters with the Livenza near Felieri. 

The boat gliding rapidly along bore 
them through dark romantic banks, rich 

'with the foliage of the willow, and the 
light forms of the poplar and. laburnum. 
The moonlight tracked their path through 
the rippling water : the balmy air was filled 
with the breathings of flowers ; and a foli- 
tary nightingale warbled its melancholy lay 
amxHig the peach-bloffoms df a neighbour- 
ing garden.

^^ Does this beautiful fcene make you 
melancholy?" aiked Demetrius, withdraw- 
ing bis" eyes from the moon, upon which 
they were before fixed. — *' Yes it does ;," 
ihe replied, fighiug again ; ^^ and I know 
not why. Perhaps the fecret influence of 
the idea that all thefe things are paffing 
away 5 that this glorious world, yon beau- 
tiful planet, muft all, one day, perifli.— 
How mournful is the thought of decay!" 
*' Mournful indeed !" returned Deme- 
trius. " This idea embitters every plea- 
fure which does not flow from the admi- 
ration of a virtue, or the indulgence of an 
aflfeftion : but thefe are things which decay 
not — thefe are thmgs over which time and' 
death will have no power !" 

Conftantia turned rapidly round at the 
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ardent tone of his voice ; and their eyes, 
equally flafliing with enthufiafm, met and 
retreated. 

She then fank Into filence ; which was 
only interrupted, by the low, frequent 
iighs of her companion.

Songs followed fupper. The Italian 
ladies fang fome enchanting harmonies 
together, which their finiflied tafte and 
Ikill rendered perfefl:.

— It was 
like the far-off found of a hautboy winding 
tWough rocks, or over water. 

The effed was magical; and cothmen- 
dationsj fuch as had often been lavifhed 
on him by his brother, proceeded from

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every- tongue. ^ Wurtzburg haftily pro- 
posed returning; and the party unwil- 
lingly re-entered the boat. 

The trees now ruflled thickly above 
them as they fi^iled along ; the moon be- 
came thinly ihaded by clouds; and a 
briiker current hurried them towards the 
Lodge. When its dome appeared ia 
fighl: Demetrius bent to the ear of Con- 
ilantia: ^^ Do you not think me in* 
fenfible, cold-hearted, and taftelefs?^ 
faid he. 

" Infenfible !'* flie repeated, " to 
what r 

" To that voice which I fhould injure 
if I were to attempt its praife." 

** O ! ' you are-vaftly gallant !'* fhe ex- 
claimed, with one of her fweeteft fmiles. 
Before (he could proceed, a general fcream 
from the other end of the boat called 
their attention to one of the party who 
had fallen overboard. 

The inftant Demetrius faw it was 
Wurtzburg who could not fwim, he 
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haftily threw off his peliffe and jumped 
into the riven The next moment they 
were both fafe on the oppofite bank. 

There had not been time for a fingle 
fainting fit, or doubtlefs fome one of the 
ladies would have paid that compliment 
to the young Huffar. When the boat 
gained the place where they were, every 
voice was eager in congratulations.—— 
^* You were certainly born under a faving 
ftar, my friend !" whifpered Conftantia. 
If I am,** returned Demetrius gaily^ 

I hope it will never prove its influence, 
by making me take to my heels when the 
enemy take to their arms.** 

The Duchefs, after putting a civil in* 
quiry to the dripping Colonel, turned to 
Demetrius — 

" You have frightened me dreadfully, 
my dear Leopolftat. For heaven V fake 
don't ftand fhivering there — walk home — • 
run home — both of you ! — to the Lodge 
1 mean — you will catch your deaths." 

" Allons then, for a xaceP' cried: 
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Demetrius ; and followed by the heavier 
Wurtzburg, was the next moment feen 
entering the Lodge gates. * 

Wurtzburg was fo ftunned by the 
terror of drowning, and the fenfe of what 
he owed Demetrius, that he could not 
endure his own feelings. He was a man, 
whom benefits only exafperated. In an- 
swer to the friendly ardour of his young 
companion he wrung his hand, and mut- 
tered a few words which the other's fancy 
tranflated . into gratitude. 
^ A change in their drefs was fpeedily. 
eifefted. The Colonel was firft equipped^ 
in a fuperb fuit.of the. Prince Nurem- 
berg's ; and Demetrius, lefs folicitous about 
his loo^s than his comfort, aiTumed the 
robes of a Venetian fenafor, which had ac* 
cidentally been left in the Felieri wardrobe, 
by a relation. There were plenty of 
other habits to choofe from': but Deme» 
trius had a fuperftitious reverence for the 
dead; and revolted both from needlefsly 
iv^earing the clothes of a departed perfon. 
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and from exciting by fuch indifcretion 
painful recoliedions in the mind of the 
Duchefs. 

Much mirth was the confequence of this 
whimfical felection. Wurtzburg was raU 
lied as unmercifully upon his foppery, as 
hfe had been upon his awkwardnefs; and 
in fpite of uncouth garments, perhaps the 
youth and beauty of Demetrius were never 
more praifed and admired than on this 
eventful evening. 

Though he thought nothing of an ac- 
tion to which he never affixed the idea 
of danger, being an admirable fwimmer; 
the confcioufnefs of having faved a life, 
even without perfonal ri(k, gave a quicker 
flow to his fpirits; and fo charming did 
this exhilaration make him appear in the 
eyes of the partial Conftantia, and her 
grandmother, that they parted. from him, 
(after he had refumed his own attire) 
with evident unwillingnefs. 

As they feparated in the hall, Deme* 
irius lingered behind his party to kifs the 
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hand of the Princefs. He accompanied 
this aftion with a fpeech fo fportive, that 
Conftantia, lightly pufhing away his head 
from her hand, faid archly, 

** I find water intoxicates you^ my 
friend! while the poor Colonel feems to 
have bathed in liquified lead: his rueful 
face all the night has quite amufed me. 
Didn't he roll about his bafeful eyes as if 
my Uncle's fine drefs were the preparatory 
robe for an Auto de Fe V^ 

** Why to be fure., he did look 

. Grim as Don Quixote in the Shades^. 
And grifly as the Knave of Spades ;'* 

replied Demetrius ; " but misfortune ought 
to be facred. So with that wife faw, and 
my impromptu couplet, I leave you, fweet 
Princefe. Good night! may your dreams 
be as delightful as yourfelf.*' 

" May your^s, too !'*— ^Conftantia foftly 
repeated, as fhe followed his flying figure 
with her eyes.' She faw him join the 
other ofEcers; and while their glittering 
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uniforms fparkled in the moonlight, and 
the found of Leopolftat^S' lively voice 
reached her ear, fhe exclaimed, 

" My dear Demetrius !*' 

No fooner had the words efcaped than, 
blulhing, (he looked haflily round to fee 
if any one witneffed this proof of regard : 
no . one was there ; and fhe rejoined the 
ladies with a light heart. 

Demetrius was in a found fleep the next 
morning, when Colonel Wurtzburg drew 
back the curtains of bis bed, and abruptly 
waking him, faid, " Rife, Leopolftat ! the 
order of' march is come, and we muft be 
oflF in an hour.'* 

Thefe words, and the buz of troops 
without, the- trampling of their horfes* 
feet, the noife of men running to and fro^ 
with all the other accompaniments of mili- 
tary removals, was fuch a fudden tranfition 
from the peaceful dreams of Demetrius, 
that at firfl: he could fcarcely comprehend 
what they meant. 
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A few moments difperfed the vapours of 
fleep: he leaped out of bed, haftily threw 
on his clothes, (which his eager feeling, 
half-joy and half-pain,, made him faftea 
with difficulty,) called to: his fervant, gave 
Jiim a few indifpenfable orders, and theik 
ran oflF to the Lodge. 

By the time he reached Felieri, the 
tumultuous images of battles and (ieges, 
the dazzling ones of martial renown, had 
given place to the probability of never 
more beholding the kind friends he was 
about to leave: before duty would again per. 
mit him to vifit the Trevifane th^ Duchefs 
might be dead, Conftantia married ; or he 
might not live to fee that time: he might 
" fall in his firft field.''

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lefs Princefs blufhed, and ftammered out 
an excufe. Demetrius was far from fuf- 
pefting himfelf to be the objedt Ihe 
watched ; and readily believed the attrac-* 
tion to lie in a beautiful groupe of trees 
which the morning mift gradually clearing 
away now partially developed. 

They entered the room together; the 
I3uchefs and her vifitors were ftill in their 
own chambers ; and Conftantia feemed fo 
peculiarly animated, that poor Leopolftat 
knew not how to announce his departure. 
She had a multitude of ludicrous queftions 
to afk about the plunging Colonel; as 
many new recreations to propofe ; and 
rallied him upon the conqueft fhe de- 
clared his gallantry had made of the Sig- 
nora Marinelli, with fuch fportive grace 
that he threw himfelf filently on a feat, 
unable to fhare in, or to check her vi- 
vacity.

Conftantia as quickly withdrew ■. her 
fingers from the rings of his fine hair j 
and gently chiding him, difengaged her- 
felf. There was nothing in her manner 
that reminded Leopolftat of the Princefs ^ 
but it was full of modeft I'eproof. 

*' Forgive me," he cried, " amiable Con- 
ftantia! I know you will, when I fhall 
have told you, that our regiment is to join 
the main army immediately. We march 
in "half an hour."

haftened back to him. *^ Oh ! heaven," 
flie exclaimed, "and we are to lofe you! 
— you ^re going into battle !*' 
' Her fair face funk on his fhoulder as ihe 
fpoke, and wetted it with tears. At this 
inftant the Duchefs, wheeled by her fer- 
vant, entered the apartment. 

A brief explanation was given ' by De- 
metrius : the Duchefs wept, and re- 
peatedly embraced her young preferver 
as he knelt before her. 

" When I fuffer in this way/* faid (he, 
^* I am tempted to rejoice at having few 
beloved connexions left. Now, fhall we 
pay dearly for all the happy hours we 
have Jjaffed together ! — never-ceafing 
anxiety, prayers, and tears muft occupy 
us till we fee you again." 

Demetrius preffed his lips on her hand, 
with a devotion of gratitude that made 
filence eloquent. Conftantia tried to 
fmile to comfort her grandmother: but 
at every effort tears gathered afrefh in 
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her own eyes, and the unfiniflied fentence 
of confolation faltered on her tonguer 

The Duchefs opened a caiket near her. 
** Here is a prefent for you, my dear boy ! 
when thefe piftures were painted at the 
time I made you fit for your's, I intended 
them for this moment.

This prefent was a circle of diamonds, 
framing the oppofite miniatures of the 
Duchefs and her grandchild. Demetritts 
feized it with tranfport, and eagerly kifled 
them. 

^' Oh 1 how often I (hall look at your 
pifture;*' cried the Princefs direfting a 
glance to where it hung ; ^* look now 
and then on mine : and don't forget me !'' 

Demetrius, without fpeaking>> turned 
his glowing eyes upon her, as (he pro- 
nounced the lafl wprds. 

The found of voices in the gallery 
announced fome one's approach : the 
Duchefs folded Demetrius to her breaft. —-* 
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Immediately after, Conftantia threw her- 
felf into his trembling arms, with all the 
unfufpicioufnefs df pure affeftion. The old 
lady then haftily faid, ** Continue to love 
each other, my equally-dear children, and at 
my death you ihall find I have provided for 
your happinefs.** 

Neither of them had time to conjefture 
the meaning of this fpeech ; for the Ve- 
netian ladies, and Colonel Wurtzburg 
entered. 

While the founds of bugle horns, and 
the neighing of horfes, proclaimed the 
march of the regiment : expreffions of 
more than common regret proceeded from 
the lips of the fair Venetians : Demetrius 
had a bow and a languid fmile for every one 
of their cordial benedidions ; but his heart 
was too full of forrow to let them reft a mo- 
ment on his mind. 

Scarcely confcipus of what he was about 
he hurried through the apartments; and 
mounted his horfe in theinidft of a crowd 
of the domeftics^ whofe unbought par- ' 
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tiality fhewed itfelf in fervent bleffings; As 
he fhopk hands M^ith them all his gracious 
but tearful fmiles deftroyed the effed of 
Wurtzburg's fhowering gold. 

Every officer now joined the line of 
march j and Demetrius was for the firft hour 
wildly gay : his thoughts abfolutely ran away 
from their own fcrutiny ; and fought refuge 
from it in a wretched vivacity. 

The new fituation of Wurtzburg's regi- 
ment, which was brigaded with others, and 
encamped in the neighbourhood of Verona, 
opened a fcene of pleafing novelty to Deme- 
trius. . ' 

The aftivity of a camp, and the in- 
tereft of aftual fervice, contributed to re- 
ftore his mind to its former tone : he was 
ftill fo near his illuftrious friends as to hear 
from them frequently ; he was certain of 
their (lability ; and he began to pant for an 
opportunity of increaiing his claim on their 
efteem. 

This opportunity^ was on the eve of 
occurring. 
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The French troops lining the bank of the 
Mincio, feeling themfelves fecurely flanked 
by the important fortrefies of Mantua and 
Pefchiera, were eager for battle : the Auf- 
trians upon the Adige, neceiTarily forced to 
defend it by a longer line imperfedly fuf- 
tained by mere intrenchments, were aware 
of their difadvantageous po(ltion ; yet not 
defpondent. 

To obtain the pillage of Verona was the 
objeft of the Republicans ; to defend that 
city, the hope of the Imperialifts. 

A vigorous attempt was foon made at this 
point by the enemy : and they fucceeded 
in forcing every pofl before Verona and 
Paftrengo. Demetrius was in the column 
atBevilaqua, which rapidly advancing turned 
the tide of fuccefs. 

He fought with ardour : diflinguifhing 
himfelf as much by the rapidity with 
which he comprehended and executed 
every new order, as by his undaunted 
intrepidity. 

Wurtzburg, in giving him a pofl of 
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danger, had given him the poft of honour : 
for, at the termination of the aftion, General 
Kray publicly complimented his young coun-' 
tryman, upon his conduct. 

From this period, his talents and cou- 
rage, (though fomewhat fulHed by rafli- 
nefs) procured him the attention of his 
General : and after the renowned battle of 
the. fifth of April, (in which our young 
Huflar had two horfes killed under him) 
Wurtzburg faw another Charles, in the 
perfon of Demetrius. 

» While the Colonel was coldly thanked, 
in the ufual routine of bufinefs, or angrily 
paffed by ; his lieutenant was warmly ap- 
plauded, and promoted with peculiar marks 
of favour. 

Elated as Demetrius really was with 
the univerfal approbation of his com- 
panions, nothing touched his heart fo 
much, as a letter from his brother at 
SchaflFhaufen. 

It contained a relation of his own 
military career in SuaWa, and the con- 
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fines of Switzerland; and breathed the 
moft affedtionate foUcitude for his iafety: 
charging him to remember that he was 
now. the only . fource of his brother's 
happinefs« 

Demetrius caught new fire from the 
brilliant .track of Charges ; and with diffi- 
culty reined in an ardour which precipi^ 
tated him but too often into needlefs 
danger. 

After his firft engagement he thought 
no more of gloomy forebodings. He now 
wrote to the Duchefs di Felieri, in high 
fpirits; eloquently defcribed the different 
fcenes in which he had aded; predi&ed 
frefh fuccefles, (fpringing from the in- 
fluence of her affedionate patronage) 
and dwelt with rapture on the hour of 
peace, or of truce, which would enable 
him to bring his early laurels into the 
fun£bine of Princefs Conilantia's fmiles. 

To that fecretly cberifhed objed were 
all bis views directed. Tet he would not 
allow himfelf to think fo : though he 

vol-. II. K 
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Itiffed her piflure at every folitary in- 
ilant ; dwelt with tumultuous, but fweet 
confhfion of thought, on the laft words 
of his prote£h'efs; and often while 
thinking that the countenance which 
this pifture reprefented, was lovelier 
than the Goddefs of Spring, repeated to 
"himfelf — *' but it is her heart that I love ; 
It is her heart." 

An attachment like this, fo pure and 
ib delightful ; an attachment which gave 
frefli energy to every virtue, had notiiing 
m it to terrify Demetrius. 

When fo enimently favoured by her 
neareft relative, he was too young and 
Inexperienced to calculate upon poffible 
caufes of mifery : and he believed, * that to 
be permitted to love her, and, to think 
himfelf beloved, would make him fully 
bleft. 

The bright dawn of a fpotlefs aflFec- 
tion rofe upon his foul after a ftormy 
and burning day of paffion, a gloomy 
night of defpair aiul remorie : how then 
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» 

ixrds it to be expeded that he ihouid avoid 
its cheering influence ? 
' After the batde of Magnan, .the Auf- 
trian Generals purfued the French forces 
•fucceffively beyond the Tartaro, and 
the Cheifa: the Ruffian army now 
joined that of the Germanic empire^ 
atid the whole command devolved up6n 
the iron-hearted, but ever-vidorious Su- 
warrow. 

Demetrius, ftill in the army of Ge» 
neral Kray, went with the detachment 
which, under this able commander^ in- 
vefted the fortrefles of Pefchiera and 
Mantua. He was prefent at the re- 
du&ion of both places; and with him 
rejoined the main army time enough to 
fhare in the decifion of the bloody field of 

It is well known that to the rapid march 

of the Himgarian General upon that il- 

Ittftrious day is to be attributed its happy 

-event. In the daring cfaaige, up the 

s; 2 
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fteep wooded heights of Novi, Deme* 
triuis nobly diftinguiihed himfeif; The 
cavalry berng difmounted, he rufhed for- 
wards on foot at the head of his fquadron^ 
tinder ^ plunging fire, that fhowered balls 
upon them, like haiL Juft as the fate of 
the day was fixed, a fhot flruck him, and 
he fell. 

CouRt Forfhiem, whofe regiment alfo 
was engaged, had his friend, immediately 
conveyed into the rear, where he foon 
after followed ; and found to his inexpref- 
fible fatisfa£l;ion that the wound was not 
mortal. 

Univerfal concern furrounded the fick 
chamber of Demetrius : but he did not 
regret bis wound, when he blufhingly 
liflened to the commendations of his Ge- 
neral, though they were mixe.d with fome 
reproof of his rafhnefs. 

** 'Tis a noble fault, .however, young 
man,*' faid the veteran, (baking hands with 
him, and rifing to depart : *^ but as I 
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won't have it repeated, you muft hence- 
forth come under my immediate eye. 
The death of poor 'Mecronfeldt gives 
me an opportunity of appointing you 
to be one of my Aid-de-Camps. Good 
morning: I fhall now vifit your furgeon^ 
and fee if he can find, out a medicine 
for cooling a valour that has rather 
too much inflammation in it for its 
owner's fafety: not that I fliould be 
forry if your difeafe were fomewhat 
catching/^ 

General Kray left the room while fpeak- 
ing, and Count Forihiem entered. 

** I have brought you one charming 
reftorative at leaft :" faid he, " here are 
letters for you : this is from your bro*- 
ther." 

The blood ruflied into the before-pale 
face of our young Huflar : he raifed him- 
felf eagerly, and fnatched the letters ; for 
he faw the hands of Gonftantia and the 
Duchefs. 

Unconfciouily afraid of ForJQiiem's 
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raillery, he laid thofe letters down, and 
opened that from Charles. As ^ it con« 
tained an account of all that had occulted 
to him, from the period in which this 
narrative left him at Schaffhaufen, it will 
be beft to tranfcribe the letter.

» 

•' T HAVE been now above fourm onths ia 
Switzerland, and have written to you 
only once ; had you not been engaged in 
a£tive fervice I would not have been fo 
bad a cprrefpondent. Sometimes we 
were expecting great events; at other 
times fo occupied in following up. the 
advantages they produced, that to fit 
calmly down, and write a letter, was im- 
poffible.* 

♦ While compofing this letter, it was neceflary 
for the Authorefs to keep in vievr the charader

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" I have, however, kept a fort of flying 
journal for youj which (when the cam-? 
paign ends, and leaves me leifure to tran- 
flate from ihort-hand into more intelligi- 
ble charafierS) may furnifli you and me 
with fubjeds to difcufs for many a peaceful 
evening. 

" How often have I wilhed that fortune 
had deftined us to make^ the campaign of 
Switzerhmd together ! a > campaign fo 
rich in ftores of military knowledge! a 
campaign upon which Europe rivets her 
eyes;^ and which pofterity will retrace 



and profeffibn of its imaginary writer : (he has, confe- 
quently, devoted much of it to fuk:h reAexions as might 
be fuppofed naturally to arife id the mind of a foldier, 
in a country like Switzerland ; — 

Tboughy from the flattering approbation beftowed* 
on thiefe reaaarks, by fome gentltmen eminent in the 
fcienqe of war,^ (he hopes they may not prove quite 
uninterefting to yoimg military readers ; (he appre- 
hend^ that they will be ii}(ipid to others ; and there- 
fore recommends perfons who may confider them unin- 
terefting, to turn over the leaves before them till they 
reach pagr 2 lo. 
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.\^ith emotions of awe ! a caynpaign where 
oach a£tion is but a bold experiment } and 
commanders, no longer the paffive ia-- 
ftruments of acknowledged rules, find in ' 
every viftory an honour peculiarly their 
own I 

" To military men, Switzerland has^ 
hitherto been an unknown world; and 
now, every ftep they take in 'it is a dit- 
covery* 

** The war of plains,- and of rivers, antf 
of fortified towns, (which till now bounded 
ray information) is, I find, but the ini- 
tiatory principle of our art : it is in the 
war of mountains that we learn its fublime 
myfteriesi 

, " There, what before was the refult of 
calculation,, is the produftion' of genius ; 
what experience could once afcertain, . 
grows unfixed and fpeculative: a wide 
range is left for every power ; and the foul 
feems to find new powers for new objects* * 
Combinations of attack, defence, and re^ 
treat, are varied . as infinitely as the^forms^' 

K 5 
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of ground upon which they are tried: 
every thing becomes novehy and enter- 
prife. 

** Certainly, man delights in ftrong 
emotion J and loves to cbntend with dif- 
ficulties. A£lion, lofmg its dubioufnefs, 
to him lofes its vivacity; and when the 
fuccefs of an operation may be pro- 
nounced on, by certain eftabliflied data, 
his plans are finiihed ere they are begun. 
Obftacles therefore merely ad as ftimulants : 
and the tamenefs of regular marches, leifure 
approaches, long forefeen battles, (which 
attends ordinary campaigns,) vaniihes be- 
fore the watchful appreheniion, and 
aftive prfuoyance^ exaded by this fpecies 
of warfare. 

" It is then that war lofes half its hor- 
ror, by lofmg. all its gloom : and in pro- 
portion as the game grows anterefling, we 
almoft forget the tremendous ftake for 
which we throw-— the lives of human 
beings ! 

*^ Let UB not, however, quite forget it^ 
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my brother ! though Providence hath gra- 
cioufly given us the faculty of extraOiing 
pleafure even from horrors; and by a 
multitude of oppofite feelings hath coun- 
terbalanced our inftindive abhorrence at 
the fight of deftrudion, let us not fufier 
this abhorrence to fink. 

** The man who ftudies the military art 
for any other purpofe than that of faving 
lives, is unvjTorthy the name of man. We 
muft never get enamoured of what we 
ought to deteft ; for war fhould be our 

. averfion ; though the ftudy bf it is our 
duty and the glory attached to it our 

, reward. 

" Ours is a profeffion deftined to pro- 
teft in peace and induftry our fellow- 
citizens: — a profeffion which fubftituting 
fkill and experience in the place of mere 
courage, fpares the needlefs effufion of 
blood. For were there no eftabliflied 

. armies, were the inhabitants of a country 
to arm upon the irruption of an enemy, 
{fetting afide the folly of not remember* 

K 6 ing 
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ing that a fpirited offenfive aftion is often 
the only method of defence) every lofs or 
gain would then be the event of flieer 
fighting: and they who made the moft 
flaughter would be the vigors. 

** Nov, under the prefent fyftem of or- 
ganifed troops, a (ingle manGcuvre, ably 
conceived and promptly executed, fre- 
quently produces the bloodlefs conqueft 
of whole battalions. 

•' When the fubjefk is thus contem- 
plated, I am aftonifhed at the odium 
which our profeffion incurs from many 
enlightened claffes of fociety. If they 
believe, prepofteroufly believe, that there 
Ivould be no wars, if there were no difci- 
plined foldiers, of courfe they are juftified 
in denouncing us : but I think they might 
as well attempt to prove, that there would 
be no difeafes if there were no phyficians. 
The roots of war are in the rank paflions 
of the human heart ; and as we can never 
erad cate them, this baleful tree mud re- 
main: while all that is left us^ is an en* 



« 
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deavour to confine its poifonous droppings 
within as fmall a circle as poffible. 

" If that man be deemed a benefaftor of 
his fpecies who ftudies furgery, habituating 
his eyes to fights of horror, his hand to 
painful operations, for the fake of pre- 
venting greater fuflfering ; I know not 
how the candid can inveigh againft the 
members of a profefSon in which a com- 
paratively fmall body of men, from fimilar 
motives, take the whole portion of hu- 
» manity*s worft afflidion upoii* themfelves. 
- ** Are we to feek for the reftfon of this 
inconfiftency in the envy of our fellow- 
creatures?— Do they begrudge us the 
praife of patriotifm ? — or. is it to. be found 
in the prevalent opinion, that whenever 
an aftion can only fpring from the beft^ 
or the worft motives, it is invariably to 
be attributed to the latter ? 

*• Leaving you, Demetrius, to fettle thfs 
point, or not,* juft as you pleafe, I will 
return to my fubjeft. 

" Without an eye for embracing at one 
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glance a vaft coup cVail^ and retaining 
a di(lin£b. map of it in his memory^ a 
fol'iier here mijjht as welj have no eyes 
at all. I have found my habit of exer- 
cifing this fenfe fo^ effeatially ferviceable, 
that I earneftly recommend you to purfue 
the fame plan wherever you go, and how- 
ever infipid the country may appear. — • 
Believe me, if a foldier have not every 
fenfe alert, as well as every mei^tal faculty, 
he will never fhine in pradice, whatever 

* 

he may do in theory. 

** Nothing could have been more for- 
tunate than my having been in Switzer- 
land eight years ago. How little did I 
then think that this majedic temple pf 
•liberty, which I entered with fo much de-* 
votion, and which, for near three centuries, 
had flood like a holy ark, unapproached 
by the fiend of war; that this fanduary 
of peace and virtue (hould be pro£ined 
by the impious apoflates of France ! Even 
now I feel guilty of fiKirilege as I tread its 
facred precincts ; and can hardly be recon- 
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ciled to myfelf for unfheathing the de- 
fenfive fword among fuch confecrated 
fcenes. 

** Switzerland was the modern Arcadia. 
It was an exquifite fragment preferved to 
fhow us what this world had been. 

** There, the philanthropift went, from 
the frightful images of crime and ani- 
mofity, prefented by every other land, to 
confole himfelf with the fpedacle of a 
moral phenomenon ; a people brave, yet 
peaceful ; poor, yet content ; ignorant, 
yet fufceptible of every tender and focial 
feeling. 

*' Good God ! and were fuch a people 
to be annihilated ? — Were they to be 
torn from their tranquil enjoyments, and 
facrificed to the demon Cruelty, by his 
fierceft minifters. Fire, Famine, and the 
Sword? — Was their hitherto-adamantine 
zone, (that gigantic chain of ^Ips which 
had fo long bound in their happinefs) to 
be burft afunder by the florm of war,, and 
turned into one vaft engine for their de- 
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ftruftion ! — Where the Glaciers rofe in 
facred ftillniefs, protefting vallies, that re- 
founded the cheerful fongs of induftry, 
was the fteely glare of armed iriultitudeS 
to blind their ftartled fight ? and the din of 
fanguinary rage, to awaken thofe echoes 
that had flept in an unbroken trance from 
the creation of the world ? 

** Forgive me this effufion, Deme- 

tnus. — 

" Public report will have given yon 
fo brilliant an account of our progrefs 
here, that it is not neceffary for me to 
jdo more than intreat that you will not 
fall into the vulgar error of cenfuring 
Prince Charles for- having halted on 
the threftold of Switzerland, after his 
early fucceffes at Stocha<!h and Schaff- 
haufen. 

"' You know not how he is fettered and 
circumfcribed, by councils and court in- 
trigues: how his judicious- projefts are 
traverfed by an ungrateful faction that 
would thus drive their good angel from 
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them. To penetrate further into a 
country, already exhaufted of the means 
for fupporting troops, before provilipns 
were brought from other places, and ma- 
gazines formed, would have been mad* 
nefe : thefe were delayed from day to day ; 
as the mod fcandalous neglefl was fiiU 
fered to prevail araongft a fet of men over 
whom the Prince had no authority. 'It was 
neceflary, alfo, that the plans chalked out 
for Generals Bellagarde and Hotze fliould 
have fucceeded before any progress coirkl 
be fafely attempted here. No fooner had 
they put us ill poffeffibn of the Grifons, 
and the fources of tJie Rhine, than the 
Arch-djkike ft ruck the meditated blow. 

" Our conqueft of the entrenched 
camp that defended Zurich with the 
defeat of Maffena, will for ever firence 
the clamours of ignorant impatience. 
Prince Charles in that attack difplayed 
all the qualities of a confummate Ge- 
RieraK Never fhall I forget his energy ,> 
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his intrepidity, his undifturbed prefence oi 
mind! 

^^ Immediately after ' this important 
event, I was generoufly rewarded for 
my poor fervices with the command 
of a regimept : and fent to join the 
troops in Uri. There my topographical 
knowledge was thought more needful 
than in the lefa intricate canton of 
Zurich* 

^^ The engagements that have taken 
place fmce, though uniformly fuccefsful, 
might have been fo, at fuch an inferior 
rate, that I cannot help noticing the evils 
of our prefent fyftem j and lamenting our 
obftinate adherence to what may be called 
a fplendid erron 

^^ In a regicm of rocks and torrents, 
ice and clouds, none but the Arch-duke 
could extrad fuccefs from an army, 
organifed like ours. Certainly Marihall 
Lafcy did Auftria an irreparable injury 
when he facrificed her light troops to 
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his paffion for uniformity. We now 
experience the ill eflfeds of fuch a 
change* 

** The French feem to have forefeen 
how often they would have to contend 
in mountainous countries ; and have 
perfefted this part of their force; they 
have multiplied their fharp-ihooters and 
chaffeurs, without number ; whilft we 
remain ju(t what we were fifty years 
ago. 

" In fpite'of our viftories here, and in 
Italy, I cannot forbear thinking, that the 
impofing grandeur of our army is an un- 
foUd magnificence: at lead it is a mag« 
nificence which cumbers its ufefulnefs. 
The heavy ftrength of our long lines of 
troops, our extended chains of pofts, 
our . enormous pieces of ordnance, our 
fatumine coolnefs, and never-to-be-dif- 
placed attention to rule, will at lafl: be 
found an infufEcient oppofition to the 
deep columns of the French, (which 
pierce our line like fo many battering* 
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rams) their fudden attack upon twenty 
different points at the fame inftant, their 
flying artillery, and that enviable facility 
\yith which their unreftriSed Generals 
pafs from one mode of warfare to an* 
other, 

" Our habits ought to be changed to 
fruftrate this novel praftice of our 
enemy. 

*^ Let us give our commanders more 
power, and more refponfibility at the 
fame time, and I think affairs would be 
better conduced. 

** Pondering upon this fubjed makes 
me wonder, that no able perfon has yef 
thought of writing, (what would be a very 
ufeful work for us ypung foldiers} a 
Hiftory of War, as a Science : com«r 
mencing at the time of Epaminondas, 
when it firft ceafed to be blind flaughter, 
and advanced towards an art ; purfuing 
it through all its changes, in every age, 
down to our pwn period ; in which a 
laew fyftera has fuddenly rifen above 
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the military fphere, like a lawlefs comet, 
dimming every flar with its amazing and 
portentous brightnefs. 

" You will perhaps marvel at my 
filling a* letter with profeffional remarks, 
inftead of defcribing the fcenery by which 
I am furrounded^ 

'* Believe me, I am fo far from being 
infenfible to it, that it preffes upon my 
heart as well as my eyes : but every 
new-difcovered charm only makes me 
witnefs with greater horror the feas of 
blood which even now deluge its majeftic 
beauties. 

** The frightful difcordance of armies 
and battles, with paflures fo lovely, 
mountains fo fublime, forces me to divert 
my thoughts from what they dwelt on 
eight years ago with tranfport. It is not^ 
however, always in my power to do thia. 
It was a fortnight ago charmed into com- 
plete forgetfulnefs of deftrudion. 

" It was as my regiment was going to 
occupy a new portion in Glarus. 
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** Our march led ,over fome of the 
drearieft mountains in that canton, where 
forefts of gloomy pine, impervious to day, 
and naked rocks, unclothed even by 
mofies, were rendered doubly drear by 
the ftillnefs of midnight. 

^^ Not a found, fave that of our own 
meafured fteps, was heard in this fearful 
folitude. 

" The troops traveirfed it in filence, and 
with hafte. We them climbed over ftill 
wilder heights ; and winding down a pre- 
cipitous defile, (whofe enormous trees met 
over our heads) fuddenly entered a valley, 
where we beheld the moft glorious of 
earthly views.

I ftood awe-ftruck ; and almost feared to 
proceed. 

*^ Even at this moment, Demetrius,.! 
am furrounded by a region of en- 
chantment. 

<^ While all beneath lies dark and 

ihadowy (the forefts, the lakes, and the 

▼allies); empurpled clouds, floating above 
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the. wood-tops, ferve for the bafe of aerial 
(Irudures that rife in gorgeous beauty 
towards heaven. 

'* Palaces and caftles, iflands and 
feas, of tranfparent ice, endlefs in their 
fantailic forays and glowing colours, 
feem creating themfelves before me. 
The fun fetiing oppoiite to the Glaciers 
produces this magic pageant: the tints 
of the rofe and the violet fucceed each 
other on their inacceilible fiimmits. 
Thefe ^ hues^ fhift from pinnacle to pin- 
nacle, ahemately transforming them into 
vaft blocks of fapphire, amethyfl:, ^ and 
ruby. 

<< It is here, that Imagination finds 
materials for her world. Sometimes fbe 
fancies the triple row of fnow-covered 
Alps (between • which ar^ fpread broad 
green lakes,) the encampment of the giants, 
when they threatened heaveQ. Some- 
times. (he fees ia the Glaciers, ranks of 
embattled Angels whofe beamy helmets 
Ihine among the , ftars ; and fometimes 
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:sA the l)reak of day, when grey mifts 
flowly roll from their dripping iides, 
partially unveiling an indiftind outline, 
file takes them for fpirits of the waters, 
vapoury geni^ of cataracts and Jakes, 
ilanding in filent grief over their defolated 
land. 

. ^^ Beholding aS tbk grandeur and 
mifery, even fuch a fober fellow as I 
cannot help exclaiming 7— O Switzerland, 
beautiful Switzerland! and haft thou at 
laft been violated by the brutal demon 
Ambition ! 

. ^< Your exclamation, doubtlefs, would 
be in poetry^ mui^ alas ! mufl: for ever re- 
main profe. 

<' Every exp^refs we receive from ^the 
army of Italy, brings me freih reafon to 
'exult in my brother. Sweeter to. me~ is 
this early incenfe than all the gales of 
Arabia. I know you victorious over 
deadlier raemies than any to be encoun- 
tered in the field of war; and I liften,

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tronfequently, with the fulled fatisfaflioii, 
to the fame which you have more than 
earned* 

*• Since my laft letter — - nay, only ten 
days ago, I was furprifed with a prefent 
from ray incognitas a Charger <>{ uncom- 
mon beauty. It was delivered to my fer* 
vant at head-quarters, with a letter, by a 
Swifs peafant, who went off without waiting 
to be interrogated. 

** I could eafily have had this fellow 
brought back: nay, th? horfe itfelf, and 
my ring, might, by proper inquiries, as- 
certain the generous giver ; were it not, 
that delicacy makes it a point of con* 
fcience, not to penetrate a myftery which 
can never have- a ferious influence over 
my deftiny. 1 wait the amiable lady's 
time: though I confefs the aflurance fhe 
gives me in this ^laft epiftle of foon re- 
moving her obfcuring veil, excites fome 
little emotion, 
* *' Whoever ihe be, her goodnefs and 
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munificence entitle her to my warmed: 
gratitude! She has it. More I fear fhe

** This acceptable prefent having ren* 
dered my former charger ufelefs^ I fold htm 
two days fince to the General. His good ' 
looks, and good conduS, made him fell for 
twice what I paid for him ; and as you had 
the principal trouble of his education I fend 
you half the fum. 

^* Let me have no unkind refufal, or 
fending back of this inciofure. Hafty 
marches always produce unavoidable ex- 
pencesy which you will painfully feel un« 
lefs you borrow of your brother. At 
any rate, I prefume, Italy is not barren of 
objeds for charity ; and if you refufe to 
employ this trifle in getting yourfetf a 
bottle of tolerable wine after hours of ex« 
hauftion, you cannot with decency decline 
ufing it for others.

iFblding down the lad paragrapli, Denle- 
trius put this letter mto 3^or(biem's hand, 
bidding Mm read it : the Count^s prompt 
obedience then gave him an opportanity of 
perufing thofe from Felieri. 

They were foch as the tendered 
mother and fondefl: lifter would have 
writtea ; they were full of praifes; and 
mtfeaties, that he would expofe htmfelf 
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lefs to danger. In one pan Conftantia: 
nwrote— • 

•^ I could hate inyfelf for being gratified 
with the eulo^uma beftowed on you» : whca 
I remember, that to deferve thefe eulogir 
ums^ you are perpetually ri&ing a Ufe^ pre* 
cious. to every one.. 

*^ Ah 1 you know not how dear you are. 
to my beloved gnuidmamma 1 ihe talks of 
you ince£^ntly i and had pel the couder 
from my brother^ who brought us the news 
of the vidory, brought a letter from you^ 
alfo, I believe fhe would not have fur^ 
vived the fhock we fuftained in hearing 
of your wound. Certainly {he likes yout 
more than ihe does me: and yet, I am 
not in the lead jealous ; for I would rather 
have you loved by the whole world, than 
be loved myfelf. And that is very natural^ 
you know, becaufe it is to you I owe 
both my own life and that of my grandr 
mamma/' 

In thefe few lafL lines, the artlef^ 
Frincefs unknowingly difplayed the force 
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and nature of her affeflion. Her fen- 
timent found an anfwering one in the 
heart of Demetrius : where a fecret fuf- 
pidon of the truth was now foftly kind- 
ling. 

Sighing from excefs of delight, he fell into 
a reverie ; and his eyes fwimming in tender- 
nefs, remained fixed on the letter. 

Count Forfhiem made it a point of con- 
fcience, never to extrad the fecrets of his 
neareft friends, either by intreaty or rail- 
lery: nay, he now carried this delicacy fo 
far, as to avoid looking at the expreffion 
of young Leopolftat's features. Appa- 
rently abforbed in Charles's letter, he ap- 
peared unconfcious of his companion's emo- 
tion ; and as foon as he had read it through, 
haftily uttered a friendly comment, and 
retired.

own quarters- 
There, this unhappy perfon was found 
fo dreadfully wounded, as to be incapable 
of fpeech. Part of his jaw had been car- 
ried off by a muiket-ball, and his body 
was mangled with fabres.

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Painfully fufceptible of compaffion, De^ 
metrius forgot the lawlefs Republican in 
the dying man, and attended him as af-^ 
iiduoufly as he would have done a friend; 
During this attendance, he received an- 
other letter from Felieri ; after which, he 
was furprifed by a vifit from the Prince of 
Nuremberg. 

** I come Sir,'* faid the Prince, haughtily 
feating himfelf, while the other was ftand- 
ing, ^* I come to fatisiy myfelf on a point, 
which it is of the utmoft confequence to my 
honour toafcertain. 

** In the packets of letters, which I find 
my courier to arid frotn Felieri has alio 
brought for you, pray do you ever re- 
ceive any from the Princefs Conftantia of 
Nuremberg ?*' ^ • 

Demetrius had fome difficulty in mo-> 
derating his voice, as he replied to the 
tone of defiance with which this queftioa 
was put: " Never but once, Sir, had I 
that honour." 

** Show me the letter !'*

At this hafty command, Dfemetrius fuN- 
Teyed the Prince from' head to foot, and 
then turned away. Surprifed into the 
keened contempt, he foBgot his relatbn*' 
fhip to Conftantia.

*' And do you prefume to place your- 
felf on a level with the Prince of Nurem- 
berg ?"

At this cutting reproof, the Prince be-

Demetrius retreated a few fteps, as if

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" I tremble fori the confequence," ex- 
claimed the Count : '^ my dear Leopolftat, 
if you have erred through a too-inflammable 
fpirit, one fmall conceffion * * 

" Would be infamous!" cried Deme- 
trius. ^* No Forfhiem, by heJiven ! — if 
to hear the woman mod venerated, and 
the woman mo ft loved, named with deri- 
iion ; if to be accufed of the bafeft mean- 
nefs, and imperioufly commanded — ^ but 
hold ! — I have almoft loft myfelf again. — 
Suffice it, I received ample provocation; 
and though it ihould coft me the pof- 
feffion of all I hold precious on earth, 
never fliall my coward ton'gue pronounce 
an apology, to which my confcience would 
igive the lie.^* 

'Demetrius traverfed the room as he 
fpoke with hafty fteps : his cheeks 
burned. — Forlhiem ferioufly regarded 
him. 

^^^ You may carry delicacy too far,** be 
^ferved. ** Without I know the real ftatc 
of this cafe, it will be impoffible for me 
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to ferve you as I wifli. Would you tdl 
me the circumftances, I might avail my- 
felF of the confideration with which the 
Prince always treats me, and urge him to 
apologife." 

** Urge a Greenland bear !** exclahned 
Demetrius : ** the one ftupid and ferocious 
beaft is juft as acceffible as the other.

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D:fdaining, however, to quit the fcene, he 
and his fecond advanced to Demetrius, who 
was now fupported on the bofom of For- 
ifaiem, and finking with lofs of blood. 

** I am heartily forry for this !*' burft in- 
voluntarily from ^Nuremberg. Demetrius 
unclofed his heavy eyes, and ftretched out 
his hand to him, with a fmile of amity. The , 
Prince took it. 

" Fear nothing!" fkid Demetrius, in a 
low, gafping voice : " the circumftances 
of this affair are known only to ourfelves : 
if I die, Forfliiem will let them die with 
me." . 

Overpowered with this generous condufl:, 
but not foftened, the Prince remained filent. 
Demetrius was then conveyed to the nearefl;

The report of this gentleman was favour- 
able : the ball had only penetrated the thighs 
without injuring a vital part. 

This bufinefs bad been fo rapidly con*

removed from the fight of his young Aid- 
de-camp.. 

In the pain of his own wound, Deme* 
trius did not fbrget to inquire after his 
prifoner; who ftill livedv but whofe fre- 
quent convulfions preceded fpeedy dif* 
foltition.^ As he was delirious, na one 
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had as yet learnt his name j though his 
drefs befpoke him to be an officer of 
rank. 

Juft as Demetrrus was fending Vo afk 
after him, a week fubfequent to the duel, 
he received the following letter from the 
Duchefs di Felieri :— 

** I have received fo flrange and ob- 
fcure a letter from my nephew, that I muA 
apply to you for an explanation' of it. — 
What has happeqed between you?-— It 
feems as if he had been queftioning you 
upon the degree of regard which my 
Conftantia bears towards you. She will 
not fhrink from avowing that regard, be- 
lieve me, my dear boy. I think I know 
both your hearts ; and fiiall not aft wrong, 
in requefting you to vifit us, immediately 
after the army go into winter-quarters. 
If it is neeeffary, I will write to obtain 
ihe General's promife for that purpofe. 
I will then cheat niy nephew into meeting 
you ; when, if I don't make you friends, 
at leaft I ihall hope to place your condufk 
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in the mofl: honourable light, and to in- 
fure your future happinefs* 

** The courier waits : leaving me only 
time to affure you, of the unalterable 
gratitude and friendihip of the Princefs, 
and 

• " COLOMBA, DiJCHESS Dl FeLIERI.*' 

' The emotion of Demetrius, upon reading 
this letter, was fo great, as to make him 
fe^I faint. He could not miftake the gene- 
rous intention of the Duchefs ; nor refufe 
to believe himfelf fufEciently dear to the 
Princefs, to authorife him in hoping^ fhe 
might refift any wifh of her uncle's, to unite 
her with another. 

At this ecftatic thought, his heart throb- 
bed wildly. He held the infenfible paper' 
to his lips ; and forgot, in the bright views 
of the future, all his paft forrows. 

The abrupt entrance of Colonel Wurtz- 
burg put a period to thefe raptures. 

Wurtzburg and he were ftill affociates, 
though their exceffiye intimacy had much 
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abated. Demetrius no longer confided 
any thing to him ; and the difTetnbting 
Colonel appeared to fancy he had nothing 
to confide. 

The face of Wurtzburg was at this period 
*• full of ft range matter ;*' the firft com- 
munication of which nearly overpowered his 
unfortunate auditor. 

Soraie prifoners lately brought into camp, 
had recpgnifed the hitherto-unknown Re- 
publican, as General de Fontainville the 
hufband of Zaire. Ihe wretched man 
was now breathing his laft, in an adjoin- 
ing tent. 

For a few moments Demetrius could not 
fpeak : the name of Madame de Fontain- 
ville, and the certainty of her hufband's 
death, gave a mortal blow to every hope, 
and palfied even thought. 

The Colonel meanwhile malicioufly 
ran on with congratulations and defcrip- 
tions of his friend's future felicity ; with 
rejoicings for the exiled Zaire ; and a muU 
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titude of other expreffions, equally cruely 
yet equally fpecious* 

At lad Demetrius belbugbt him to be 
left alone. *• My fpirits are very weak, 
to-day/' he faid, ^ or I would not aik thi$. 
For the fhock of grief, or the (hock of joy^, 
I was quite unprepared. -^ Leave me to m^ 
own reflexions.'' 

The Colonel, feeing the fting he had 
planted, withdrew exu kingly. 

Demetrius, fat motionkfs after he was 
gone, in the attitude of profound medi- 
tatioa : his eyes were fixed ; and a 
frightful calm ftilled the very pulfation 
of his heart. Yet be was incapable of 
reafoning ^ his thoughts ftrelched in vain:, 
to grafp even a fingle objed — they re- 
tsuned nothing -^ all was illoiive -— all was 
fleeting 1 

A conftifed notioa of being for ever 
fevered from Conftantia, and for ever 
bound to Madame de Fontainville, was 
the only ftationary idea. He muttered 
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iiow and then to himfelf, as if in a deliriam ; 
and frequently he fmiled : bat it .was the 
fmile of defpair. 

Many hours paiTed away, before he coiuld 
be'faid to reflect ^ till then, his mind was 
xMily a paffive mirror, refleding a fucceffion 
of imperfeft images. 

Th6 punifhmeat of his former fault 
now fell upon him, in the completion of 
that wry wiih, which had once been the 
r-eigning objed: of all his defires. Ma- 
dame de Fontainville perhaps was ftifl 
faithfiil to the paffion ' fhe bad nerer 
promifed to deftroy ; and had a rights 
therefore, to the fulfilment of thofe vows, 
whicli he had voluntarily made but a 
few months book .: nay, was it not his 
duty thus to facrifice- every thing, to re- 
pair the injury done to her peace ^ Did 
not honour and g^ratitude, in the perfon

*his Sacrifice ? 

Demetrius put another <jueflion to 
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himfelf, which terminated his hefit^itioli. 
Granting that he had conquered his paf- 
fion for Zaire, by the mere force of prin- 
ciplt, without the intervention of a purer 
attachment, would he have debated abcmt 
offering her his hand? — No ! then he i3ught 
to debate no longer. 

Though affured of Princefs Conftantia's 
preference, and fufpeding the intentions 
of her illuftrious relative, he had iiever 
urged his precenlions beyond their friend- 
ihip, and had never wilfully direded a glance 
towards Conftantia, that could imply a wifli 
for more. 

Confoled by the integrity of his con- 
duct there, he now looked with a fleadier 
eye upon hi.g fate. That it was fixed 
by the late event, he believed ; but ere 
he wrote to Madame de Fontainville, 
he refolved to unbofom himfelf to his 
brother. 

Hitherto, Demetritts had never men- 
tioned the inhabitants of Felieri, in any 
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way to alarm the fraternal fears of 
Charles, For a long time he had himfelf 
been ignorant of the peculiar influence 
which Conftantia had acquired over him ; 
and after that ignorance was difplaced 
by unexpefted hope:, he was with-held by 
the ba(hful irrefolution, infeparable from 
virtuous, love. 

He now made a candid avowal oT all 
thefe circumftances ; befeeching his bro- 
ther to weigh impartially the different 
arguments he urged for the ftep's he medi- 
tated ; requefting him to make the commu- 
nication of General de Fontainville's death 
immediately to the Marquis de Liancour, 
and to learn from him whether Zaire re- 
tained her former fentimfnts of a man, 
who could ftill only oflFer her the fliare of 
a very circumfcribed fortune.

Sweet to him was the bafhful appre- 
henfivenefs, with which {he gradually dif- 
covered the whole of her paft feelings, — 
The fearful, trembling Adelaide, blufliing 
at her own confeflions, averting her glow- 
ing eyes from his, and (hrinking from the 
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involuntary tranfport with which he notvr 
preflfed her in liis arms, was to him an 
objeft at once of the tendereft love, and 
the pirofoundeft ' refpefl:. Seeing in her 
the chofen companion of his future days, 
the beloved (barer of eternity, his heart 
; throbbed with a facred^joy, which beaming 
from his countenance, fpoke peace to the 
timid delicacy of Adelaide. 

It was now, that each felt the reward of 
their paft fufFerings. It was now that, 
looking back with exultation upon their 
fincere endeavours to follow the path 
marked out by duty, they indulged in 
prefent happinefs, without apprehenfion 
or regret. 

What Adelaide owed to the eccentric 
^j^^podnefs of her father, gave a new. charm 
to the ties of parent and child : and at 
this moment fhe acquired frefh delight^ 
by gaining additional motives for loving 
two perfons, already dearer to her than 
life. 

The Marflial met his 70ung com- 
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panions at the entrance of the houfe. Ade- 
laide fervently returned the kifs he prefled 
on her burning cheek, and whifpered out 
a bleffing for his kindnefs. She then broke 
away, to thank a Mightier Parent ; whofe 
fmalleft mercies were never fuft'ered by her 
to pafs unacknowledged. 

It 'may be conjeftured, that Leopolftat 
did not leave Balzac, until he had obtained 
the Marlhars promife, of remaining under 
its hofpitable roof, during the fufpenfion 
of hoftilities ; nay, he ventured to glance 
at the hope of being confirmed in his hap- 
pinefs, by the gift of Adelaide's hand, 
long before military duty fhould again call 
him into adual fervice. 

The veteran did not blame this natural 
impatience ; confeiling, that fince he had 
ferved nearly half the time for his daugh*^* 
ter, which Jacob did for Laban's, he might 
very feirly urge thia otherwife unreafon- 
able requeft. Promifing to plead his- 
caufe himfelf, he then difnufled the young

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Count J who returned to head-quartern 
with an overflowing heart. 

So many deRghtful recolleftrons and 
anticipations crowded through the mind 
ot Charles, that it was long ere he could 
compofe himfelf fufBciently, to diftate a 
letter of gratitude to Forfhiem ; and one of 
a tenderer charafter to Demetrius* 

Thought of the latter was fo affociated 
with all his cares or pleafures, that till joy 
was communicated to him, it was but an 
imperfeft joy to Charles. 

Believing his brother nearly cured of 
his fatal attachment' to- Madkme de Fofi- 
lainville, and repofiilg fecurely on the 
foothing friendfliip of the Duchefs di 
Felieri, he now wrote him an animated 
account of his .prefent good fortune : add- 
ing to it a propofal; that during the win- 
ter recefs they fhould endeavour to be 
once more efVabliihed in the fame regi- 
ment. 
Demetrius had often expr^ffed fuch a. 
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wifh, in which Charles eameftly partici- 
pated ; and now that he was become cer- 
tain of his illuftrious Commander's favour, 
he refolved to ufe that favour, in obtaining 
fo defirable an objeft. ' 

Scarcely had our hero finiftied this letter, 
ere he received that one from Demetrius, 
in which the events of his far-different fattt 
were detailed. 

With grief, furprife, pity, and appre^ 
henfion, did Charles perufe it! Though 
he had himfelf uniformly avoided what 
are falfely termed affairs of honour, he 
knew not how to blame his brother for 
meeting the Prince of Nuremberg. It 
Would have been better, indeed, had he 
refi^fed to fanftion fo odious a praftice as 
duelling in any way ; but how was it to be 
't?xpeded from a youth of nineteen, thus 
to ftifle honeft indignation at tyrannical 
arrogance, merely by reflefling on the force 
of example.

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afflided without difpleafing his brother. 
The progrefs of it, defcribed fimply, yet 
powerfully, had been fo gradual and fo 
evidently encouraged by the Duchefs, that 
even a Cynic would have found it difficult 
to have condemned Demetrius. 

The charafler of this attachment was fo 
amiable ; its ground fo laudable ; the hap- 
pinefs it feemed fraught with (if not 
cruelly thwarted) fo perfeft and fo pure ; 
the profpeft it opened, fo brilliant; (for 
Charles had the weaknefs of humanity, and 
was ambitious for this beloved brother:) 
that at the deftruftion of all its views 
his own happinefs vaniihed from his 
eyes. 

Such heavy figbs, as he had lately hoped 
never to draw again, now came from his 
4>pprefled heart. He re-perufed the letter i 
remembered Madame de Fontainville, and 
was wretched. 

The correfpondence of the Marqtiis de 
Liancour had uniformly lamented the 
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rooted paflion.of his daughter, whofe con- 
itancy had withflood all the attacks of 
time, abfence, and reflexion. She ftill 
perfifted in believing her heart incurable ; 
rather deepening the wound, by giving 
herfelf up to folitude, than driving to heal 
tt in rational fociety. 

That Demetrius had wilfully created 
this infatuated fentitnent ; and had there- 
fore been guilty of poifoning the exiftence 
of Zaire and her father, nay of feducing 
her foul from virtue, was but too certain. 
For fo great an injury, a compenfation 
was due J and that compenfation muft be 
the facrifice of .all Demetrius's prefent 
wiflies- 

Charles faw no other path for his 
brother: covered as it was with thorns,' 
he yet pronounced it inevitable. For, to 
the upright confcience of Charles, the 
voice of integrity was ever the voice of 
Fate. 

A fentence of banifhment from Princef^ 
Conftantia was unwillingly given, in hisL 
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anfwer to Demetrius. H^then deftroyed 
his former letter} fearing to mingle with 
,fo painful a fubjed): that communicatioa 
which at another period would h^ve beea 
warmly welcomed. 

^fter thisy Leopolftat fought confolation 
from Adelaide. He haftened to Balzac« 
and fortunately found her alone. 

How watchful is love ! — How eaiHy 
does its flighted glance perceive an. altera- 
tion iQ the objed beloved j The mere 
ibund of his voice, as he fpol&e to a fervant 
^without, convJnceii Adelaide that her 
iC^arles was afflided. 

Her raifed eyes, full of tender anxiety, 
momentarily charmed away his care; but 
jit ^returned again, with unabated pain, till 
he had imparted it to hen Then was he 
^deed confoted] — confoled by the fight 
pf new beauties, in her equally fond and 
generous h^art. 

« Adelaide pitied Madame de Fontain- 
ville : but flie could not conceive how the 
^eftiny ()f that unfortunate woman was 
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to be ameliorated by the empty pofleffion 
of a name, without the reality. Nay, to 
judge her feelings by her own, (he be- 
lieved, that to know herfelf the fole ob- 
ftacle between happinefs and the man (lie 
loved, would be the feverefl: niifery fhe 
could endure. 

Adelaide did not wantonly betray her 
friend'd confidence; but Charles found, 
that whenever fhe fpoke of Princefs Con- 
ftantia, her emotion vifibly increaifed. 

Sadly fighing, the Count held her foft 
hand to his lips, and then faid, " All our 
' wifhes, I fee, tend the fame way ; and all 
our notions of right oppofe them. — The 
lovely fuggeftions of Delicacy cannot 
prevent you from acknowledging the 
rule that ought to guide Demetrius. He 
muft aft in conformity with principle; 
Madame de Fontaiaville may follow your 
'guide. 

•** Yet how delightful arfe fuch juft fen- 
dments, to the tnaa whoni liiy Adelaide 
honours with her preference! how doe^ 
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he glory in the pofTeiBon of a heart fo 
governed !*' 

Charles was then proceeding to repeat 
(what feems no repetition to a lover), ex- 
preflions of admiration, gratitude, and rap- 
ture, when the Baron and the Canon ab- 
ruptly entered. 

Mr. Balzac was an agreeable old 
gentleman, that never afked imper- 
tinent queftions, or looked impertinent 
remarks: he therefore appeared to fee 
nothing particular in the vifible afli- 
duity .of" the young Count; but confi- 
derately engaged the lively Marfhal in a 
hot dupute* 

Charles dined at Balzac, where fome 
Engliflimen met alfo : in compliment to 
whom, the Canon followed their country*s 
fafliion, of fitting long after dinner. This 
circumftance afforded Charles an opportu- 
nity of making a mafterly retreat from the 
dining room to the faloon ; where he found 
the fomniferous Madame Balzac taking her 
cuftomary nap. 
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She ,flept as if fhe were in a trance ; 
To that he had ample power to urge the 
fuit he had before preferred through the 
Marfhal. 

How could Adelaide deny any thing to 
fo dear a petitioner ? Shp tried to chide 
and refufe him, but the chilling words 
thawed on her lips ; and her bluihing' eyes 
beamed with a yielding, which animated 
his importunity. She confented at laft, 
becaufe fhe wifhed to cbnfent ; promifing 
to give him her hand, immediately after 
he ihould have terminated one of his 
anxieties, by procuring the exchange of 
his brother into the regiment he com- 
manded. 

Leopolftat did not over-rate his influ- 
ence with the Archduke. That amiable 
Prince, being well acquainted with the 
Count's charafter, judged him to have 
private motives, equally ^ prefling and 
praife- worthy, for the removal of his 
brother. An appointment about bis own 
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perfon, which he gave unafked ] and a 
letter which he addreiTed himfelf to the 
General of Cavalry, in Italy-, decided the 
bufinefs* 

Eager to prefs this fufiering brother 
to bis almoft-patemal bofom, Charles 
no fooner received a gracious meffage 
from his royal commander, purporting 
the defired fuccefs, than he' baftened 
to Balzac, and with perfu^ve eameft- 
nefs fought and obtained from Adelaide 
a ratification of her promife to become . 
his wife dire£Uy after the Arriv?4 of 
Demetrius. He then wrote to the latter, 
urging him to expedite a' journey, upon 
which depended the completion of his 
happmefs. 

Charles knew Demetrius too w^U, to 
^xead any thing from writing thus. He 
was aware that his own fraternal ^jBfe&ioa, 
had been too long tried, to require now 
the delay of bis dear eft wiih: a^d th»t 
Demetrius beme convinced of his tendef 
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commiferation, would fee without envy, 
nay with confolatory pleafure, the feli- 
citous end of his brother's diftrefs. 

This letter reached the Val di Taro, 
fome days after the departure of De- 
metrius: from whence it followed him 
to the Trevifane. 

How much had happened to him in 
that fhort period ! 
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
